I  am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  San  Francisco's  application  for 
the  recertification  of  its  Workable  Program  has  been  approved 
for  a  two  year  period  ending  December  31 ,  1971.  This  period 
has  been  figured  from  the  time  that  the  Workable  Program  appli- 
cation was  submitted  in  December  1Q6°. 

Since  approval  has  been  challenged,  and  the  original  application 
had  to  be  supplemented,  I  am  writing  to  you  direct]y,  rather  than 
have  our  Regional  Office  send  notification  as  is  usually  the  case. 
I  am  enclosing  a  copy  of  Determination  and  Certification  and  the 
Addendum  to  it.  The  latter  sets  forth  in  some  detail  certain 
aspects  of  this  Workable  Program  which  should  receive  the  City's 
close  attention  as  the  next  Workable  Program  is  developed.  Among 
these  are  restrictions  in  the  City's  electrical  and  plumbing  codes, 
discussed  in  item  1  0  of  the  Addendum.  As  you  know  from  our  pre- 
vious discussions,  PIUD's  chief  concern  is  with  those  provisions 
that  inhibit  the  use  of  non-metallic  sheathed  electric  cable  and 
plastic  pipe  in  housing  construction.

ADDENDUM 
TO 
APPROVAL  07  SAX  FRANCISCO'S 
WORKABLE  PROGRAM  FOR  COMMUNITY  IMPROVEMENT 


1 .  Approval  of  this  Workable  Program  was  made  on  the  basis  of 
The  City's  original  application  of  December  17,  1969,  its 
supplemental  submission  of  April  29,  1970,  and  the  additional 
commitments  (see  paragraphs  6  and  10  below)  made  by  Mayor 
Alioto  on  May  11,  1970. 

2.  The  City  should  make  every  possible  effort  to  fulfill  its 
commitment  to  construct  the  1  ,S>C0  new  units  of  public 
housing,  as  stated  in  sections  II  -  B  of  the  supplemental 
submission.  Since,  as  the  supplemental  submission  states, 
"the  need  for  this  housing  is  paramount,"  the  City  should 
do  all  within  its  power  to  meet  the  "spirit  of  the  state- 
ments of  intent. .  .that  the  1 ,5>00  units  will  be  over  and 
above  those  now  indicated  as  'under  development."' 

3.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  campaign  to  actively  seek  out 
acceptable  sites  for  low  and  moderate  income  housing  and 
to  locate  developers  for  these  sites  under  the  Turnkey 
procedure  will  be  continued.  The  City  Planning  Commis- 
sion's study,  "Improvement  Plan  for  Residence,"  both  as 
part  of  the  planning  and  programming  process  required  by 
the  Workable  Program  and  as  a  basis  for  the  housing  and 
relocation  element  should  complement  this  campaign  and 
also  serve  as  a  basis  for  expanding  the  housing  supply. 


In  addition,  an  important  first  step  to  the  long-range  solution 
to  some  of  the  City's  housing  problems  was  taken  in  the  Board  of 
Supervisor's  resolution  of  December  22,  1969,  approved  by  the 
Xayor  on  December  20,  196°,  v'ai   :h  vias  entitled  "Endorsing  the 
Establishment  of  a  Regional  housing  and  Development  Agency  in 
the  Bay  Area."  Vigorous  pursuit  of  the  objectives  of  that  re- 
solution are  certainly  encouraged.  Indeed  it  is  important  not 
only  to  continue  these  affirmative  efforts  but  also  to  seek  out 
and  pursue  other  affirmative  actions  which  may  expedite  the  ex- 
panded development  of  low  and  moderate  income  housing. 

U.  Displacement  of  families  and  individuals  should  not  outpace  relocation 
resources.  Renewal,  code  enforcement  and  other  activities  whether  o~- 
not  HUD-assisted,  which  result  in  displacement  should  be  administere i 
flexibly  so  that  residents  will  not  be  displaced  before  relocation 
resources  are  available. 

>.  The  essence  of  the  relocation  requirement  of  the  Workable  Program 
is  that  the  City  show  KUD  that  during  the  certification  period 
sufficient  provision  will  be  made  to  rehouse  those  families  and  in- 
dividuals who  will  be  displaced.  While  San  Francisco's  relocation 
plans  and  programs  have  oeen   challenged,  putting  recertification  in 
question,  doubt  has  since  been  removed  by  the  City's  supplemental 
submission  and  'oy   the  recent  action  of  the  U.  S.  District  Court  in 
the  case  of  TCP?,  v.  HUD,  No.  C-69  321;  SAW,  N.D.  Calif,  April  30,  1970. 
In  TOO?,  the  Court  has  enjoined  further  displacement  in  the  Yerba 
Buena  Center  renewal  project  until  such  time  as  the  City  satisfies 
HUD  (and  presumably  the  Court)  that  adequate  relocation  resources  do 
•  exist,  and  can  and  will  be  provided. 

6.  There  are  undoubtedly  many  interested  persons,  civic,  business  and 
professional  organizations,  citizen  groups,  etc.,  who  may  have  inno- 
vative approaches  to  suggest  for  solving  the  City's  housing  problems. 
Certainly  the  solicitation  of  such  suggestions  is  to  be  encouraged. 
By  thus  enlisting  San  Franciscans  in  this  effort  and,  in  doing  so, 
making  them  more  aware  of  the  difficulties  and  constraints  that  frus- 
trate its  achievement,  the  City  could  serve  two  purposes:   1)  it  might 
receive  helpful  suggestions  that  it  could  adopt,  and  2)  it  would  be 
helping  to  create  a  citizenry  more  understanding  of  what  it  is  trying 
to  do  and  of  Why  it  has  not  been  more  successful. 

7.  Together  with  the  residents  of  Hunters  Point -Bayview,  the  City  has 
shown  that  citizen  involvement  can  work,  that  it  can  be  both  meanin- 
ful  and  productive.  The  experience  there  is  certainly  an  outstanding 
example  of  fulfilling  both  the  letter  and  the  spirit  of  HUD  require- 
ments. However,  the  City's  performance  with  respect  to  citizen  partic- 
ipation has  been  uneven  in  othor  activities  to  which  tho  Workable 
Program  clti^on  involvomonL  roquiiviiiuiits  apply. 


8.  Citizen  participation  is  a  major  element  of  the  Workable  Program 
and,  as  such,  merits  th.e  sane  attention  as  the  housing  or  code 
enforcement  elements.  The  commitment  made  by  the  Mayor  on  May  11 
■upon  which  receroificatior.  was  based  contains  the  essence  of  ade- 
quate citizen  parT.icipaT.ion,  v;hether  in  planning  and  programming 
in  HUD-assisted  projects  or  in  the  development  of  the  Workable 
Program  itself: 

"The  City  will  take  appropriate  steps  within  the 
certification  period  to  inform  the  general  public 
and  citizen's  groups  at  the  beginning  of  develop- 
ment of  the  r.ext  Workable  Program  of  the  purpose 
and  effect  of  the  Workable  Program.  The  informa- 
tion should  be  disseminated  so  as  to  reach  the 
broedest  possible  po;      . ,  but  especially  in- 
ducing those  persons  most  directly  affected  by 
HUD  programs.  Citizens  shall  have  ample  opportunity 
to  v;ork  with  the  City  in  the  development  and  imple- 
mentation of  the  Workable  Program.  The  points  of 
direct  involvement  of  citizens  must  be  timely  so  that 
they  have  an  opportunity  to  influence  program  goals 
and  content  while  options  are  still  open.  The  oppor- 
tunity for  such  involvement  shall  provide  for  close 
consultation  and  cooperation  with  all  major  private 
ager.ries,  organizations,  groups  of  organizations,  and 
citizen,  minority  and  other  groups  concerned  with  or 
affected  by  the  development  and  implementation  of  the 
Workable  Program. " 

Attached  are  the  following  provisions  in  the  Handbook  which  together 
constitute  the  Citizen  Participation  requirements  of  the  Workable 
Program:  RHA  7100.1;  Chap.  7,  Sec.  1;  Chap.  1,  Sec.  2,  Chap.  5; 
Sec.  U(d);  and  Chap.  3,  Sec.  8.  The  Federal  government  does  not 
presume  to  dictate  which  specific  form,  process  or  structure  of 
citizen  participation  would  be  best  for  any  given  city.  Substance, 
not  form,  is  required.  However,  since  the  substance  of  involvement 
is  ultimately  affected  by  its  form,  it  is  important  that  whatever 
process  or  mechanism  is  developed  be  continuous  and  ongoing. 

9.  As  stated  in  the  Supplementary  Submission  of  April  29,  1970,  "With 
the  inital  draft  of  the  Planning  Commission's  study,  "Improvement 
Plan  for  Residence",  now  being  readied  for  review  by  community 
group's  and  organizations,  we  have  a  new  opportunity  for  broadened 
citizen  and  group  participation."  Indeed  citizen  review  of  this 
draft  does  offer  an  excellent  and  immediate  opportunity  to  fulfill 
these  requirements,  as  well  as  to  demonstrate  to  the  citizens  of 
San  Francisco  the  good  faith  of  the  City's  commitment. 


10.  This  Department  considers  that  the  City's  electrical  and  plumbing 
codes  are  excessively  restrictive.  Recertifieation  of  the  Workable 
Program  was  made  only  after  receiving  the  commitment  by  the  Mayor 
on  May  '>  1  that  the  City  -..'ill  take  appropriate  steps  within  the 
certification  period  to  (i )  adopt  codes  which  contain  standards 
comparable  to  those  set  forth  in  the  nationally  recognized  model 
codes  (except  the  19;>5>  National  Plumbing  Code,  which  is  unaccept- 
able); (2^  eliminate  current  obstacles  to  the  use  of  materials  and 
methods  of  construction  acceptable  under  the  model  codes;  or  (3) 
submit  acceptable  engineering  data  in  justification  for  each  of  any 
major  deviations  from  the  nationally  recognized  standards. 

1 1  .  Work  was  begun  late  on  preparing  the  Workable  Program,  and  no 
submissic n  was  made  to  this  department  until  almost  six  months 
after  the  previous  certification  had  expired  on  June  1,  1 969.  If 
in  the  future  the  City's  application  is  submitted  well  in  advance 
■of  the  expiration  date,  there  will  be  sufficient  time  for  careful 
evaluation  and,  if  necessary,  revisions  by  the  City  to  correct 
any  deficiencies,  without  creating  a  delay  in  badly  needed  HUD- 
assisted  projects  due  to  the  time  lapse  between  expiration  and 
recertifieation.  These  considerations,  plus  the  City's  commitment 
for  greatly  increased  citizen  participation,  for  which  additional 
time  will  have  to  be  allotted,  strongly  indicate  that  an  early 
start  shculd  be  made  on  the  preparation  of  the  next  Workable  Pro- 
gram.

One  is  that  the  community's  responsibility 
does  not  end  with  the  establishment  of  a  particular  mechanism 
or  set  of  mechanisms.  The  Workable  Program  requires  continuing 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  community  to  improve  and  expand  the 
opportunities  for  creative  forms  of  participation  and  collaboration 
that  both  ensure  representation  by  poor  and  minority  groups  as  well 
as  enable  government  to  take  effective,  purposeful,  and  expert  action 
to  deal  with  the  problems  and  needs  facing  the  community. "   (RHA  7100.1, 
Chap.

STATEMENT 

At  the  time  this  section  of  the  Workable  Program  was  prepared  (late  Spring 

1969),  there  was  every  reason  to  believe  that  construction  of  the  various 

housing  developments  would  be  begun  according  to  the  schedule  there 

indicated. 

PROBLEM 

It  could  not  reasonably  have  been  foreseen  at  the  earlier  time  that  many 
months  would  sometimes  elapse  between  the  time  of  the  submission  of  an 
application  for  feasibility  and  the  issuance  of  the  Feasibility  Letter. 
These  inordinate  delays  by  FIIA  prevented  the  sponsor  from  proceeding  on 
working  drawings.  In  the  present  escalation  of  construction  costs,  these 
deferrals  hove  resulted  in  an  upward  revision  of  estimates,  and  sometimes 
a  consequent  resubmission.  (See  Exhibit  D  for  timetable.) 

SOLUTION 

FHA  has  somewhat  resolved  the  problem  for  projects  in  renewal  areas  in  that 
they  have  agreed  to  complete  the  feasibility  processing  even  though  Section  236 
money  is  not  available.  They  notify  the  sponsor  by  letter  giving  the  economics 
of  the  proposal  just  as  they  do  in  a  feasibility  letter  except  that  they  point 
out  that  Section  236  funds  are  not  presently  available.  This  type  of  letter 
is  much  more  encouraging  to  a  sponsor,  and  the  architect  has  some  basis  to 
proceed  with  the  working  drawings.  When  FHA  rejects  a  proposal  due  to  the 
lack  of  236  money,  everything  stops  until  funding  is  available,  which  means 
that  the  housing  is  several  months  later  coming  on  the  market  than  it  would 
have  been  if  the  processing  had  continued.  Under  this  procedure,  it  is 
contemplated  that  we  will  be  able  to  meet  target  dates  for  start  of  construction 
more  readily  than  we  have  in  the  past. 


SCHEDULES  USED  TO  DELIVER  SITES  ON  TIME 

Relocation  of  families,  individuals  and  businesses  from  the  sites  has 
generally  proceeded  well  in  advance  of  anticipated  disposition  dates,  so 
no  delays  are  likely  to  be  incurred  because  of  continued  occupancy  unless 
there  are  further  delays  in  acquisition  of  real  estate  through  condemna- 
tion proceedings.  It  has  been  necessary  to  file  suit  very  early  and  to 
wait  for  a  year  for  the  case  to  be  adjudicated.  Once  the  real  estate  is 
acquired,  the  remaining  tenants  may  take  advantage  of  the  full  90  days  of 
the  vacate  notice  required  by  HUD.  Then  demolition  must  follow,  along 
with  the  site  preparation.  This  Agency  uses  e^jery  means  permissible  to 
minimize  the  time  loss  in  the  coordination  of  these  functions,  and  has  not 
yet  incurred  delay  because  a  site  could  not  be  delivered  when  an  FHA-assisted 
sponsor  was  prepared  to  begin  construction.

As  the  second  prong  in  our  active  search  for  sites,  the  San  7  r  c.r ici  sco 
Housing  Authority  has  ei      d  upon  an  advertising  campaign  to  run  in 
the  major  San  Francisco  newspapers,  asking  for  inquiries  and  proposals  for 
the  Turnkey  method  of  public  housing  construction.   These  ads  will  r --,    t! 
last  wee!;  in  April,  and  we  have  every  expectation  of  locating  new  sites  thrc 
this  method. 

One  factor  which  must  be  considered  in  this  discussion  is  the  emphasis  placto 
by  the  Housing  Authority  Commission  as  well  as  the  Department  of  Housing  ar.c 
Urban  Development  on  the  policy  of  quality  construction  in  neighborhoods  con- 
ducive to  good  housing.   The  housing  Authority  will  not  build  high-rise,  hich- 
density  projects,  nor  will  we  build  in  r.ei  ghborhoods  already  crc.       ..  pub- 
lic housing  projects.   Quality  design  and  quality  housing  in  neighborhoods 
with  facilities  commensurate  with  the  needs  of  public  housing  residents,  be 
they  families  or  senior  citizens,  is  our  goal,  and  this  goal  has  g„lced  us 
in  our  attempts  to  meet  our  commitments  of  low  income  housing. 

These  san;e  pronciples  have  guided  us  in  our  use  of  the  Section  23  units  we 
have  been  allocated.   We  have  insisted  upon  adequate  maintenance  of  any  build- 
ings in  which  public  housing  residents  will  live,  and  to  this  end  have  gone 
so  far  as  to  cancel  our  leases  with  a  number  of  landlords  who  have  refused 
to  adequately  maintain  their  properties. 

The  number  of  units  under  lease  has  increased  from  the  700  listed  ir  t 
V.'orkable  Program  to  7*+6  at  this  time-.   Furthermore,  we  now  have  under  con- 
tract 1?"5  additional  units  of  Section  T\    leased  housing,  but  must  •.._  1  t  fe- 
ttle present  occupants  to  rr.ove  to  make,  way  for  public  housing  residents. 

There  are  66  apartments  and  houses  which  have  passed  a  preliminary  inspect  icr. 
for  inclusion  into  the  Section  23  pro       any  of   which  arc   presently  under- 
going minor  repairs  to  bring  them  up  to  City  Code  and  Housing  Authority  stan- 
dards.  Seventy-two  additional  units  will  become  available  to  us  as  they  are 
rehabilitated  by  their  owner.   The  entire  building  at  50  Church  Street  is 
being  rehabilitated,  and  the  owner  has  assured  us  of  his  intention  of  leasing 
these  72  units  to  the  Housing  Authority.   We  arc  also  in  negotiation  wi 
an  owner  of  a  5o  unit  building  which  has  recently  been  damanec  by  fire. 
The  owner  has  indicated  his  desire,  upon  rehabilitation,  of  leasir.;  t . 
units,  which  are  ideal  for  senior  citizens,  to  the  Housing  Authority. 

When  these  units  are  added  to  those  presently  leased  and  occupied,  and  to 

e  under  contract,  the  Section  23  program  has  1,037  units  spoken  for,  -  . 
including  any  reference  whatsoever  to  units  planned  for  inclusion  in  the 
2  21  (d)  3  ar\d    236  housing  planned  by  the  Redevelopment  Agency.   Even  assumin: 
the  possible  cancellation  of  S^  units  in  Geneva  Towers,  1003  units  are  com- 
mitted. 

There  is,  sadly,  one  point  with  regard  to  Section  23  leased  housing  which 
we  must  mention.   While  Secretary  Jackson  speaks  of  the  shortage  of  low  In- 
come housing  in  San  Francisco,  the  allotment  of  Section  23  unite  to  the  San 
Francisco  Housing  Authority  has  recently  been  cut  back  by  KAA  from  '.  ,lif)    to 
1,150.   Thus,  350  potential  units  of  badly  needed   housing  for   Si 
low  Income  citizens  has  evaporated.

Before  going  into  the  details  of  our  development  program,  I  would  like  to 
respond  to  a  number  of  points  made  in  Secretary  Jackson's  letter.   In  the 
third  paragraph  of  the  second  page  of  the  Secretary's  letter,  he  speaks  of 
1,993  units  to  be  constructed  by  June  30,  1971.   I  must  point  our  that  this 
figure  includes  800  units  of  Section  23  leased  housing  prior  to  the  HAA  cut 
of  350  units,  none  of  which  must  be  constructed,  and  none  of  which  is  in- 
volved in  any  consideration  or  time  lag  required  in  'the  Conventional  or 
Turnkey  ACCs. 

When  the  8C0  Section  23  units  are    subtracted,  this  leaves  1,193  units. 
Of  these,  92  units  are'  present  1 y  completed  and  occupied.   An  additional 
625  (this  includes  an  additional  Turnkey  project  of  hG   units)  units  are 
presently  under  construction,  with  all  but  one  of  these  projects  scheduled 
to  be  completed  and  occupied  before  June  1971,  and  the  remaining  project, 
in  the  Ycrba  Buena  Center,  scheduled  for  completion  September  1971.   Only 
522  units  are   under  program  reservation,  with  200  of  these  already  in 
Washington  awaiting  approval.   This  is  a  far  cry  from  the  1 ,A57  urjits  men- 
tioned by  the  Secretary. 

V/e  concur  with  Secretary  Jackson's  desire  to  expedite  the  development  of 
low- income  housing.   However,  I  am  compelled  to  state  that  one  of  the 
greatest  constraints  to  expedition  is  the  incredible  amount  of  time  which 
must  be  spend  in  nursing  devel opments  through  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development.   HUD  has  shown  that  it  is  capable  of  responding  to  hous- 
ing emergencies  in  Alaska  and  Mississippi.  We  have  not  recently  had  floods, 
nor  earthquakes,  nor  tornadoes,  but  the  housing  crisis  for  San  Francisco's 
low  income  citizens  demands  immediate  easing  of  the  red  tape  and  delay 
which  we  are  faced  with  at  HUD. 

On  page  three  of  the  Secretary's  letter,  he  speaks  of  an  inventory  being 
taken  of  all  vacant  land  throughout  the  City.   The  beginnings  of  such  an 
inventory  are  contained  in  a  draft  of  a  report  by  the  City  Planning  Depart- 
ment which  will  be  covered  in  our  discussion  of  the  Housing  Authority's 
development  program.   In  addition,  the  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority,  as 
indicated  above,  has  initiated  an  impromptu  inventory  through  requests  for 
available  land  from  the  various  government  agencies,  contacts  with  persons 
in  the  field  of  housing  and  development,  and  a  public  advertising  program. 

Considerable  effort  has  been  spent  in  working  with  and  educating  the  public 
to  the  programs  of  the  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority.   One  of  the  prime 
devices  we  have  used  in  the  past  year  has  been  to  show  the  quality  of  housing 
we  have  recently  built,  and  the  plans  we  now  have  for  further  quality  housing. 
In  addition,  we  insist  that  every  development  of  public  housing  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, be  it  Turnkey  or  conventional,  meet  with  the  approval  of  those  persons 
in  the  neighborhood  of  the  planned  building.   Though  this  may  take  time,  v/e 
feel  that  it  is  essential  that  public  housing  residents  not  enter  an  area 
only  to  be  faced  with  the  hostility  of  their  neighbors. 

The  last  item  in  the  Secretary's  letter  requiring  specific  comment  before 
I  proceed  to  the  specifics  of  our  development  program  is  his  suggestion  of 
congregate  housing  for  elderly  single  citizens.   The  possibility  or  this 
has  been  investigated  by  our  staff,  and  is  fraught  with  difficulty.   In 
the  first  place,  housing  authorities  are  prohibited  from  building  congregate 
facilities  which  have  kitchens  in  each  apartment.   Most  of  our  senior  citi- 
zens are  desirous  of  individual  kitchens,  and  have  shown  no  greet  interest 
in  congregate  facilities.  With  the  limited  number  of  public  housing  senior 
citizens  interested  in  congregate  facilities,  the  San  Francisco  Housing 
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Authority  staff,  acting  upon  the  recommendation  of  our  Senior  Citi 
Advisory  Council  suggested  the  idea  of  a  senior  center  adjacent  to 
senior  citizen  housing. in  the  Verba  Buena  Center.   It  was  suggested 
the  eating  facility  be  in  the  senior  center  which  would  be  open  to  s 
rounding  senior  citizens  not  residents  of  public  housing.   It  was  I 
this  would  have  made  the  eating  operation  financially  feasible,  anc 
have  allowed  for  a  multitude  of  uses  in  the  large  dining  room  at  no 
dining  tidies.   Unfortunately,  this  idea  was  rejected  by  the  HAA. 

I  would  like"  at  this,  time,  to  go  into  the  specifics  of  the  deve'u: 
program  of  the  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority.   As  you  know,  there 
various  stages  in  the  development  of  public  housing.   This  document  . 
detail  the  plans  of  the  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority  in  each  of 
(4)  stages:   1)  Presently  under  construction;  2)  Presently  in  the  . 
ning  stage;  3)  Mew  proposals;  and  k)    Potential  proposals.

SECTION  I   EXPANDING  THE  SUPPLY 

B.  EXPANDING  THE  SUPPLY  OF  LOW  AND  MODERATE  INCOME  HOUSING  (Private 
Sponsors)  AFTER  THE  EXPECTED  RECERTI FICATION  PERIOD 
A  far  greater  amount  of  new  construction  and  rehabilitation  of 
Moderate  Priced  Private  Housing  units  for  families  and  individuals 
will  be  under  development  after  the  expected  recertification  period. 
The  present  program  of  concentration  on  the  building  of  low  and 
moderate  priced  housing  first  will  be  continued  in  the  second  phase 
of  construction  in  the  Western  Addition  Area  A-2  and  in  the  first 
two  phases  of  construction  at  Hunters  Point. 

652  MODERATE  PRICED  PRIVATE  HOUSING  UNITS-HUNTERS  POIMT-PHASE  I 
In  Hunters  Point,  the  first  phase  of  construction  has  been  under 
development  for  over  two  years.  Under  Section  236,  with  Federal 
Rent  Supplements  and/or  Section  23  Leasing,  the  first  phase  of 
652  units  of  varying  sizes  has  been  planned  to  rehouse  all  the 
India  Basin  Industrial  Park  (formerly  Butchertown)  residents  and  all 
the  Hunters  Point  residents  who  reside  in  the  project  areas 
designated  as  sites  for  the  second  phase  of  housing  construction, 
and  there  will  be  a  small  surplus  available  to  others.  Thus,  all 
the  households  to  be  rehoused  in  these  two  project  areas  will  not 
find  it  necessary  to  create  a  demand  elsewhere.  The  breakdown  of 
the  652  units  by  number  of  bedrooms  in  Phase  I  is  given  in  Exhibit 
A,  and  the  progress  made  to  date  within  the  1969-71  recertification

period  supplied  in  detail  in  Exhibit  B.  Your  review  of  the  dates 
will  show  that  a  considerable  amount  of  preparatory  work  had  been 
done  with  Sponsors  prior  to  the  final  approval  and  funding  of  the 
project  in  .March  1969.

The  second  phase  of  A-2  housing  will  likewise  be  devoted  to  the 
production  of  housing  to  meet  the  needs  of  low  and  moderate- income 
households.  Sites  will  be  cleared  and  available  for  the  construction 
by  private  sponsors,  most  of  whom  are  already  selected  and  engaged 
in  preliminary  work.  This  phase  is  planned  to  provide  700  units 
for  the  elderly  and  1201  family-sized  units.  The  list  of  sponsors 
and  project  disposition  (construction)  dates  are  given  in  Exhibit  A. 

615  MODERATE  PRICED  PRIVATE  HOUSING  UNITS  —  HUNTERS  POINT  —  PHASE  II 
Again,  the  615  units  planned  in  this  phase  will  be  built  under 
Section  236  with  Federal  Rent  Supplements  and/or  Section  23  leasing 
to  privide  units  and  rentals  matching  the  needs  of  the  final  group 
of  Hunters  Point  households.  And  again,  these  families  and  individ- 
uals to  be  rehoused  from  the  Hunters  Point  wartime  units  will  not 
find  it  necessary  to  compete  for  available  housing  in  other  parts  of 
the  City  in  order  to  find  units  matching  their  needs.  It  will  be 
available  in  Hunters  Point  and  there  will  be  a  surplus  of  over  200 
units  available  to  non-project  area  residents.

1500  MARKET-RATE  UNITS  —  WESTERN  ADDITION  AREA  A-2  and  HUNTERS  POINT 
As  stated  above,  the  replacement  of  housing  for  low  and  moderate-income 
households  under  the  sponsorship,  ownership  and  management  of  local 
community  Lodges,  Churches,  Unions,  Credit  Unions,  Foundations  and 
other  community  groups  has  received  and  will  receive  the  highest 
priority  of  this  Agency  in  the  Western  Addition  Area  A-2  and  Hunters 
Point  project  areas. 

As  these  needs  are  now  being  met  in  the  first  phase  and  will  continue 
to  be  met  in  the  second  phases  of  these  two  projects,  more  attention 
will  be  devoted  to  the  development  of  economically  integrated  com- 
munities through  the  construction  of  market-rate  housing.

As  the  second  prong  in  our  active  search  for  sites,  the  San  Francisco 
Housing  Authority  has        d  upon  £  i    .  rtising  campaign  to  run  in  all 
the  major  Son  Francisco  nc..      s,  asking  for  inquiries  and  proposals  for 
the  Turnkey  method  of  public  housing  construction.   These  ads  will  run  the 
last  ril,  and  we  have  every  expectation  of  locating  new  sites  through 

this  method. 

One  factor  which  must  be  considered  in  this  discussion  is  the  emphasis  placed 
by  the  Housing  Authority  Commission  as  well  as  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  on  the  policy  of  quality  construction  in  neighborhoods  con- 
ducive to  coca  housing.   Th     ;ing  Authority  will  not  build  high-rise,  high- 
density  projects,  nor  will  we  build  in  neighborhoods  already  crowded  with  pub- 
lic housing  projects.   Quality  design  and  quality  housing  in  neighborhoods 
with  facilities  commensur.         he  needs  of  public  housing  residents,  be 
they  families  or  senior  citizens,  is  our  goal,  and  this  goal  has  guided  us 
in  our  attempts  to  meet  our  coi      nts  of  low  income  housing. 

These  same  pronciples  have  guided  us  in  our  use  of  the  Section  23  units  we 
have  been  allocated.   We  have  insisted  upon  adequate  maintenance  of  any  build- 
ings in  which  public  housing  residents  will  live,  and  to  this  end  have  gone 
so  far  as  to  cancel  our  leases  with  a  number  of  landlords  who  have  refused 
to  adequately  maintain  their  properties. 

The  number  of  units  under  lease  has  increased  from  the  700  listed  in  the 
Workable  Program  to  Jkd   at  this  tire--.   Furthermore,  we  now  have  under  con- 
tjiacj._^5j5__a_clcj j_i_ona  1  ujLLt3_^f_S^^jLiP_n^j_lejLS.ed_ho.usJxg,  but  must  wait  for 
the  present  occupants  to  move  to  make  way  for  public  housing  residents. 

There  are  66  apartments  and  houses  which  have  passed  a  preliminary  inspection 
for  inclusion  into  the  Section  23  program,  many  of  which  are  presently  under- 
going minor  repairs  to  brin       up  to  City  Code  and  Housing  Authority  stan- 
dards.  Seventy-two  additional  units  will  become  available  to  us  as  they  are 
rehabilitated  by  their  owner.   The  entire  building  at  50  Church  Street  is 
being  rehabilitated,  and  the  owner  has  assured  us  of  his  intention  of  leasing 
these  72  units  to  the  Housing  Authority.   We  arc  also  in  negotiation  with 
an  iwner  of  a  58  unit  building  which  has  recently  been  damaged  by  fire. 
The  owner  has  indicated  his  desire,  upon  rehabilitation,  of  leasing  these 
units,  which,  are  ideal  for  senior  citizens,  to  the  Housing  Authority. 

When  these  units  are  added  to  those  presently  leased  and  occupied,  and  to 
those  under  contract,  the  Section  23  program  has  1,037  units  spoken  for,  not 
including  any  reference  whatsoever  to  units  planned  for  inclusion  in  the 
221 (d)3  and  236  housing  planned  by  the  Redevelopment  Agency.   Even  assuming 
the  possible  cancellation  of  S^  units  in  Geneva  Towers,  1003  units  are  corn- 
mi  t  ted. 

There  is,  sadly,  one  point  with  regard  to  Section  23  leased  housing  which 
we  must  mention.   While  Secretary  Jackson  speaks  of  the  shortage  of  low  in- 
come housing  in  San  Francisco,  the  allotment  of  Section  23  units  to  the  San 
Francisco  Housing  Authority  has  recently  been  cut  back  by  HAA  from  1,500  to 
1,150.   Thus,  350  potential  units  of  badly  needed  housing  for  San  Francisco's 
low  income  citizens  has  evaporated. 


Honorable  Joseph  L.  Al ioto  -  3  April  15,  1 970 

Before  going  into  tiic  details  of  our  development  program,  I  would  like  to 
respond  to  a  number  of  points  mode  in  Secretary  Jackson's  letter.   In  the 
third  paragraph  of  the  second  page  of  the  Secretary's  letter,  he  speaks  of 
1,993  units  to  be  constructed  by  June  30,  1971.   I  must  point  our  that  this 
figure  includes  800  units  of  Section  23  leased  housing  prior  to  the  HAA  cut 
of  350  units,  none  of  which  must  be  constructed,  and  none  of  which  is  in- 
volved in  any  consideration  or  time  lag  required  in  the  Conventional  or 
Turnkey  ACCs. * 

the  800  Section  23  units  are  subtracted,  this  leaves  1,193  units. 
Of  these,  92  units  are  presently  completed  and  occupied.   An  additional 
625  (this  includes  an  additional  Turnkey  project  of  'io  units)  units  are 
presently  under  construction,  with  all  but  one  of  these  projects  scheduled 
to  be  completed  and  occupied  before  June  1971,  and  the  remaining  project, 
in  the  Ycrba  Buena  Center,  scheduled  for  completion        or  1971.   Only 
522  units  are  under  program  reservation,  with  200  of  these  already  in 
Washington  awaiting  approval.   This  is  a  far  cry  from  the  1  ,'*57  uijits  men- 
tioned by  the  Secretary. 

We  concur  with  Secretary  Jackson's  desire  to  expedite  the  development  of 
low-income  housing.   However,  I  am  compelled  to  state  that  one  of  the 
greatest  constraints  to  expedition  is  the  incredible  amount  of  time  which 
must  be  spend  in  nursing  developments  through  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development.   HUD  has  shown  that  it  is  capable  of  responding  to  hous- 
ing emergencies  in  Alaska  and  Mississippi.   V/e  have  not  recently  had  floods, 
nor  earthquakes,  nor  tornadoes,  but  the  housing  crisis  for  San  Francisco's 
low  income  citizens  demands  immediate  easing  of  the  red  tape  and  delay 
whicii  we  are  faced  with  at  HUD. 

On  page  three  of  the  Secretary's  letter,  he  speaks  of  an  inventory  being 
taken  of  all  vacant  land  throughout  the  City.  The  beginnings  of  such  an 
inventory  are  contained  in  a  draft  of  a  report  by  the  City  Planning  Depart- 
ment which  will  be  covered  in  our  discussion  of  the  Housing  Authority's 
development  program.   In  addition,  the  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority,  as 
indicated  above,  has  initiated  an  impromptu  inventory  through  requests  for 
available  land  from  the  various  government  agencies,  contacts  with  persons 
in  the  field  of  housing  and  development,  and  a  public  advertising  program. 

Considerable  effort  has  been  spent  in  working  with  and  educating  the  public 
to  the  programs  of  the  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority.   One  of  the  prime 
devices  we  have  used  in  the  past  year  has  been  to  show  the  quality  of  housing 
we  have  recently  built,  and  the  plans  we  now  have  for  further  quality  housing. 
In  addition,  v/e  insist  that  every  development  of  public  housing  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, be  it  Turnkey  or  conventional,  meet  with  the  approval  of  those  persons 
in  the  neighborhood  of  the  planned  building.   Though  this  may  take  time,  we 
feel  that  it  is  essential  that  public  housing  residents  not  enter  an  area 
only  to  be  faced  with  the  hostility  of  their  neighbors. 

The  last  item  in  the  Secretary's  letter  requiring  specific  comment  before 
I  proceed  to  the  specifics  of  our  development  program  is  his  suggestion  of 
congregate  housing  for  elderly  single  citizens.   The  possibility  of  this  . 
has  been  investigated  by  our  staff,  and  is  fraught  with  difficulty.   In 
the  first  place,  housing  authorities  are  prohibited  from  building  congregate 
facilities  which  have  kitchens  in  each  apartment.   Most  of  our  senior  citi- 
zens are  desirous  of  individual  kitchens,  and  have  shown  no  great  interest 
in  congregate  facilities.   With  the  limited  number  of  public  housing  senior 
citizens  interested  in  congregate  facilities,  the  San  Francisco  Housing

Authority  staff ,  acting  upon  the  recommendation  of  our  Senior  Citizen 
Advisory  Council  suggested  the  idea  of  a  senior  center  adjacent  to  the 
senior  citizen  housing  in  the  Yerba  Buena  Center.   It  was  suggested  that 
the  eating  facility  be  in  the  senior  center  which  would  be  open  to  sur- 
rounding senior  citizens  not  residents  of  public  hqusing.   It  was  thought 
this  would  have  made  the  eating  operation  financially  feasible,  and  wxuld 
have  allowed  for  a  multitude  of  uses  in  the  large  dining  room  at  non- 
dining  times.   Unfortunately,  this  idea  was  rejected  by  the  HAA.

Projects  under  construction 

Presently  under  construction,  the  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority  has  625 
units.   This  includes  the  projects  listed  in  the  Workable  Program  plus 
one  additional  pro'ject  of  forty-six  units.   For  specifics,  please  refer 
to  the  attached  development  progress  report,  Section  A. 

Projects  in  the  Planning  Phase 

Projects  included  in  this  section  are  those  which  have  a  formal  prelimin- 
ary commitment  from  HAA.   These  include  1 ,0&7  units  for  the  elderly,  end 
2*tl  units  for  families.   Details  of  each  are  covered  in  the  attached  de- 
velopment progress  report,  Section  B. 

Mew  Proposed  Projects 

This  section  includes  those  for  which  proposals  have  been  received  and  are 
in  the  process  of  being  reviewed  by  Housing  Authority  staff  prior  to  being 
submitted  to  HAA.   The  total  amount  of  units  in  this  section  are  201  for 
senior  citizens  and  36  for  families.   For  details,  please  refer  to  the 
attached  development  progress  report,  Section  C. 

Potential  Proposals 

This  section  includes  those  development s  with  which  we  arc  working  at  this 
time  prior  to  receiving  an  official  submittal.   This  ranges  from  those 
which  are  almost  ready  to  make  their  official  submittal  through  those  in 
the  preliminary  stages,  through  those  which  are  not  more  than  an  investi- 
gation of  feasibility.   In  this  section  there  are  720  family  and  769  senior 
c  i  t  izen  units. 

Please  note  than  this  section  includes  fifty  percent  family  units.   This 
reflects  the  increased  emphasis  of  the  Housing  Authority  on  family  units 
as  well  as  the  increased  statutory  room  costs.   For  details,  please  see 
the  attached  development  progress  report,  Section  D. 

The  final  document  which  you  should  note  is  a  comprehensive  table  of  the 
construction  and  planning  phases  projected  through  the  end  of  1972.  Also 
included  are  those  projects  in  the  potential  proposal  phase  which  have  al- 
most reacned  formal  submittal.

The  City  Planning  Commission  is  in  the  process  of  publishing  the 
fourth  and  last  of  a  series  of  reports  designed  to  inform  the 
public  about  housing  conditions  and  problems  in  San  Francisco. 

This  fourth  report,  "Improvement  Plan  for  Residence",  referred  to 
as  "Housing  Site  Policy"  covers  (a)  "Housing  Opportunity  Areas 
in  San  Francisco",  listing  and  describing  possible  housing  sites 
and  (b)  "Public  Priorities  and  Targets",  which  sets  specific 
short  range  targets  and  strategies  for  increasing  the  amount  and 
quality  of  housing. 

This  report  and  its  proposals  are  presently  in  draft  form.  The 
final  recommendations  and  subsequent  actions  on  them  will  be 
available  only  after  extensive  review  by  community  groups, 
organizations  and  individuals. 

This  series  of  four  reports,  including  the  "Improvement  Plan  for 
Residence",  are  a  part  of  the  larger  effort  to  revise  the 
Master  Plan  of  San  Francisco  as  described  in  the  Workable  Program 
application  (pp.  II-l  to  1 1-9) .

The  attached  Exhibits  "A"  and   "B"  show  the  applications  currently  in 
process  and  granted  since  April  7>  1970  for  residential  (Coded  "H"  for 
multiple  units  ana  "I"  for  a  st     :  of  1  or  2  units)  and  non-resident 
structures.

A.   INDIVIDUALS  AND  THE  EFFECTIVENESS  OF  THE  CITY'S  METHODS  / 
PROCEDURES 

With  respect  to  individuals,  documentation  that  the  vacancy  rate  for 
relocation  resources  is  greater  than  three  percent  at  appropriate 
levels  excluding  substandard  units  is  as  follows: 
1.  In  November,  1969,  Agency  staff  made  a  physical  survey  of  some  95 
hotels,  attached  as  Exhibit  A   .  containing  7070  rooms  suitable  as 
relocation  resources  for  individuals.  These  hotels  had  all  been  certi- 
fied as  containing  decent,  safe  and  sanitary  dwelling  units  by  City 
Building  Inspectors.  Three  hotels  containing  172  rooms  were  deleted 
entirely  from  the  survey  compilations,  due  to  obscure  or  indeterminate 
responses  concerning  number  of  rooms  and  vacancies.  Sixteen  hotels 
had  major  structural  deficiencies  as  shown  in  the  official  inspection 
reports  prepared  by  City  Building  Inspectors,  which  affected  only  parts 
of  the  hotels,  making  certain  rooms  not  acceptable  as  resources . 
Agency  staff  deducted  some  322  rooms  so  affected,  leaving  a  net  total 
room  count  of  6,576.  The  survey  disclosed  actual  vacancies  in  571 
rooms,  an  actual  vacancy  of  8.7%.  Average  vacancies  (estimated  by  the 
hotel  operators)  were  703  rooms,  an  average  vacancy  rate  of  10.7%. 

In  his  "Summary  Report  on  a  Survey  of  Residential  Hotels  in 
San  Francisco,"  an  alleged  refinement  of  the  survey  performed  by  the 
Agency  in  November  1959,  Leonard  H.  Goodman,  PH.D.,  elected  to  cate- 
gorically eliminate  in  entirety  10  of  the  hotels  surveyed  because  of 
the  presence  of  major  deficiencies  indicated  by  the  inspection  reports 
cited  above.  Dr.  Goodman  obviously  did  not  realize  that  Agency  staff 
hai  already  eliminated  the  appropriate  number  of  rooms  which  were 


affected  by  major  deficiencies  cited  in  the  inspection  reports. 

In  addition,  Dr.  Goodman  also  eliminated  numerous  hotels  as  resources 
for  general  reasons  such  as  alleged  racial  discrimination,  "undesira 
locations,  inappropriately  high  rent,  rental  on  a  weekly  basis,  and 
non-acceptance  of  rental  vouchers.  However,  in  this  connection  Agency 
staff  in  its  actual  relocation  of  individuals  is  able  to  deal  positively 
with  rental  problems  by  implementing  various  city  and  federal  programs 
dealing  with  rent  supplements.  Any  potential  problem  of  referring 
individuals  to  relocation  resources  with  rental  rates  higher  than  they 
can  afford  is  eliminated  in  San  Francisco  by  the  existence  of  a  City 
Rent  Supplement  Program.  The  methods  and  procedures  that  the  City  uses 
to  assure  that  individuals  relocated  in  hotels  without  fixed  rent 
schedules  will  not  be  charged  more  than  they  can  reasonably  afford  is_ 
simply  the  policy  of  not  referring  a  relocation  resource  to  an  indivi- 
dual where  the  rental  rate  exceeds  21.4  percent  of  his  income  (or  in 
the  case  of  welfare  recipients,  the  amount  allocated  for  rent)  without 
previously  qualifying  the  individuals  for  City  rent  supplement.  The 
attached  Exhibit  _^_  indicates  the  extent  to  which  the  City  Rent 
Supplement  Program  has  been  used  to  augment  the  rent  paying  ability  of 
individuals  being  rehoused  by  the  Agency.  Elimination  of  rooms  for 
the  reason  that  rental  is  on  a  weekly  basis  is  clearly  inappropriate. 
Many  individuals  (particularly  those  who  receive  welfare  payirentoevery 
other  week)  prefer  to  pay  on  a  weekly  basis  and  have  lived  in  the  same 
hotel  for  years.  The  Agency  staff  also  works  closely  with  hotel  oper- 
ators on  a  case-by-case  basis  to  eliminate  discrimination  in  housing 
and  social  status.  In  fact,  our  experience  shows  that  discrimination 
is  not  a  significant  problem. 

2.  In  order  to  reaffirm  the  findings  in  the  November  survey,  Agency 


staff  undertook  another  survey  in  March  1970.  Agency  staff  was 
deliberately,  excessively  stringent  in  qualifying  hotels  to 
included  in  this  survey.  Hotels  that  appeared  to  have  any  possible 
discriminatory  or  reported  high  rent  characteristics  were  purposely 
deleted. 

This  March  survey  contained  56  hotels  with  a  total  room  count  of  4135 
rentable  rooms  (rooms  occupied  or  used  by  the  hotel  operator  or  his 
staff  were  considered  non-rentable).  Actual  vacancies  were  237  rooms 
and  average  vacancies  were  293  rooms,  yielding  an  actual  vacancy  of 
5.6%  and  an  average  vacancy  rate  of  7.1%.  Incidentally,  all  indivi- 
duals rehoused  by  Agency  staff  from  the  Yerba  Buena  Center  Project 
from  December  10,  1969,  to  April  11,  1970,  were  moved  only  to  these 
highly  scrutinized  hotels  as  the  Residential  Relocation  Report, 
attached  Exhibit  C   ,  shows. 

In  the  Workable  Program  submission  and  in  these  supplementary  details, 
there  has  been  presented  the  most  complete  and  empirical  statistical 
data  available  on  the  Agency's  relocation  activities.  The  City  of 
San  Francisco  has  demonstrated  in  purely  mathematical  terms  what  is, 
in  the  final  analysis  a  thoroughly  human  process. 

It  has  taken  time  to  train  a  staff  and  develop  experience  in  under- 
standing the  needs  and  motives  of  the  individuals  with  whom  they  work. 
It  has  taken  time  to  evolve  a  trustworthy  list  of  resources,  to  con- 
stantly monitor  each,  and  to  prevent  disintegration,  either  of 
structures  or  of  human  relationships.  It  has  taken  time  to  convince 
an  already  tax  burdened  City  of  the  necessity  of  spending  more  of  tax- 
payers money  for  a  rent  supplement  program  and  to  develop  that  zrocri?:. 
into  an  ongoing,  flexible  and  vital  part  of  the  relocation  process. 
(See  Exhibit  D.) 


This  preparation  time  has  been  well  spent.  The  program  is  now 
paying  dividends.  In  spite  of  accusations  during  the  last  six-month 
period  that  there  are  not  enough  relocation  resources  available  for 
properly  rehousing  individuals,  in  spite  of  vicious  rumors  and  made- 
up  stories  circulated  by  unscrupulous,  self-serving  interests,  in 
spite  of  a  court  ruling  that  individuals  could  only  be  rehoused 
voluntarily  (and  signing  an  affidavit  to  that  effect),  in  spite  of  all 
these,  Agency  staff  has  been  able  to  win  the  confidence  of  these 
individuals  and  properly  rehouse  40  percent  of  those  relocated  since 
March  1967  j_n  this  last  six  month  period. 

In  short,  the  City  of  San  Francisco  has,  is  and  will  continue  to 
respond  positively  to  the  needs  of  all  citizens  faced  with  displace- 
ment due  to  public  action.

August  1,  196  5.   As  such  I  am  responsible  for  planning,  coordinat- 
ing, directing,  and  reporting  on  survey  research,  econometric  and 
statistical  studies  in  the  fields  of  housing,  economic  development, 
campus  planning,  transportation,  and  employment.   I  have  been" en- 
gaged in  housing  and  other  socio-economic  studies  of  San  Francisco 
since  1964,  directed  part  of  the  California  State  Development  Plan, 
and  served  on  planning  teams  responsible  for  community  renewal  pro- 
gramming in  the  cities  of  San  Francisco  and  Stockton,  California. 
In  196  8,  I  was  responsible  for  a  housing  study  of  San  Francisco 
commissioned  by  the  Greater  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and 
in  196  9  undertook  a  comprehensive  City-wide  housing  study  for  the 
Department  of  City  Planning,  City  of  San  Francisco.   I  am  a  gradu- 
ate in  Engineering  from  the  University  of  Bristol,  England  (1955) , 
and  hold  M.A.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  in  Economics  from  the  University 
of  Oregon. 


On  January  14,  19  70,  I  was  invited  by  Mr.  Richard  LeGates, 
staff  member  of  the  National  Housing  and  Development  Law  Project, 
University  of  California,  Berkeley  campus,  to  attend  a  meeting  at 
Mr.  LeGates'  residence  to  meet  Leonard  H.  Goodman,  Ph.D.,  project 
director  of  a  survey  of  residential  hotels  in  San  Francisco,  with 
a  view  to  discussing  experiences  relevant  from  our  196  9  housing 
survey,  advising  on  the  methodological  development  of  the  study, 
and  undertaking  responsibility  for  the  computer  programming  needed 
to  process  the  survey  returns. 

This  meeting  included  staff  members  of  the  National  Housing 
and  Development  Lav;  Project,  attorneys  from  the  San  Francisco  Neigh- 
borhood Legal  Assistance  Foundation,  and  Leonard  H.  Goodman,  Ph.D. 
of  the  Bureau  of  Social  Science  Research,  Inc ,  Washington,  D.C. 

Mr.  Sid  Walinsky,  attorney  for  the  San  Francisco  Neighborhood 
Legal  Assistance  Foundation,  who  v.-as  present  at  the  meeting,  ap- 
peared to  view  the  study  as  ammunition  for  a  request  for  an  injunc- 
tion against  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency,  Yerba  Buena 
Center  Project.   Walinsky  expressed  the  opinion  that,  if  the  study 
did  not  provide  findings  that  supported  the  Legal  Assistance  Founda- 
tion's position,  they  would  not  be  used.

Dr.  Goodman  made  strenuous  efforts  to  preserve  the  scientific 
objectivity  of  the  study  but  was  prevailed  upon  to  conduct  the  sur- 
vey in  the  early  evening  hours  in  order  to  minimize  the  vacancy 
rate,  a  significant  criterion  statistic  in  HUD  administrative  regu- 
lations relating  to  redevelopment.   Had  the  survey  been  undertaken 
between  10  a.m.  and  noon,  a  significantly  different  result  to  that 
reported  in  the  "Summary  Report  on  a  Survey  of  Residential  Hotels 
in  San  Francisco"  would  have  been  forthcoming  due  to  the  large 
daily  turnover  in  occupancy  of  low-rent  hotels  and  departure  of 
transient  guests.   A  different  choice  of  time  of  day,  in  my  opin- 
ion, would  have  eliminated  differences  reported  in  Dr.  Goodman's 
report  between  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  vacancy  rates 
and  the  vacancy  rate  for  residential  hotels  reported  by  the  Bureau 
of  Social  Science  Research,  Inc. 

I  agreed  to  comment  on  Dr.  Goodman's  report  to  the  National 
Housing  and  Development  Law  Project  and  attach  to  this  affidavit  a 
letter  written  to  Amanda  Fisher,  also  an  attorney  for  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Neighborhood  Legal  Assistance  Foundation.

The  Workable  Program,  p.  111-17,  estimated  990  (264  non- 
minority  white  and  726  minority)  families  would  be  displaced 
from  HUD-assisted  projects  during  the  recertif ication  period. 
The  note  at  the  top  of  page  111-16  points  out  that  the  term 
"displaced"  is  used  in  the  broadest  sense  to  include  all  those 
who  move  from  a  project  area,  whether  or  not  the  unit  they 
vacate  will  be  removed  by  demolition  within  any  given 
recertification  period. 

The  reality  is  far  different.  Actual  records  at  A-2  during  a 
period  of  actual  Agency-promoted  displacement  from  certain 
priority  areas  (early  disposition  sites)  show  that  over  50  per- 
cent of  the  total  moves  are  made  by  families  who  have  not_  been 
asked  to  move  by  the  issuance  of  a  90-day  notice  to  vacate  or 
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for  any  other  Agency-inspired  reason.  This  voluntary  moving 
pattern  (one  household  in  four  each  year)  is  normal  for  the 
City  at  all  times  (see  the  1960  census  for  the  West).  This 
pattern  of  moves  made  spontaneously  over  a  period  of  years 
from  a  large  project  area  with  a  phased  reconstruction  and 
relocation  schedule  results  is  a  radical  change  from  the 
earlier  procedure  of  "acquire-and-displace-immediately"  upon 
which  the  statistical  needs-and-resources  data  were  then 
rightfully  based  and  developed.  In  the  future,  these  dynamic 
factors  merit  acknowledgement  in  the  planning  and  reporting 
processes. 


For  the  expected  two-year  recertification  period,  the  Agency  and 
the  Housing  Authority  have  under  development  in  the  project  areas 
a  number  of  family  housing  units  far  in  excess  of  the  506  sub- 
standard family-sized  units  which  will  be  vacated  and  removed  from 
HUD-assisted  projects,  as  follows:

D .  Local  Special  Assistance  Program  and  Relocation  Appeals  Board 
1 .  Local  Special  Assistance  Proc 

Consequent  upon  the  HUD  regulatory  changes  of  recent  years 
arising  from  increased  social  awareness  and  sensitivity, 
the  function  of  relocation  is  only  one  (and  often  not  the 
final  one)  of  a  series  of  services  offered  by  the  LPA  staff 
to  residents  of  an  urban  renewal  area.  The  followup  after 
rehousing  may  come  about  by  reason  of  the  monthly  Additional 

Relocation  Payments,  or  by  way  of  ascertaining  the  degree  of 
.satisfaction  and  adjustment,  or  through  the  initiative  of 
the  household  relocated  which  may  seek  additional  assistance, 
or  through  the  administration  of  San  Francisco's  "Local 
Special  Assistance  Program". 

This  latter  program,  established  in  195S  by  the  Board  of   >. 

(■See.  ftTTacHed  g.esolnT,on    £>/J(>/r  CJ 
Supervisors  and  the  Mayor ^provides  funds  to  assist  families 

and  individuals  in  making  emergency  expenditures  when  they  are 

obliged  to  move  because  of  governmental  action,  and  in  assisting 

them  to  meet  the  rent  which  exceeds  their  ability  to  pay.  This 

temporary  rent  assistance  is  intended  to  be  effective  for  a  term 

of  eighteen  months,  since  it  is  anticipated  that  they  will  be 

able  to  obtain  a  low-rent  unit  as  soon  as  the  local  supply  of 

such  housing  is  expanded  in  redevelopment  areas  by  Section  236 

construction  with  Federal  Rent  Supplement,  by  Housing  Authority 

construction,  turnkey  and  acquisition,  as  well  as  more 

Section  23  leases  in  all  areas  of  the  City. 
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The  Local  Special  Assistance  Prog ran  was  so  planned  as  to 
provide  needed  assistance  which  has  not  been  available 
under  any  other  Federal,  State  or  local  assistance  program. 
It  has  been  a  godsend  (but  in  no  sense  a  windfall)  to  many 
a  family  and  individual  who  wanted  to  comply  with  the 
governmental  request  to  move,  but  were  financially  unable 
to  do  so.

The  attached  Exhibit  A  contains  a  brief  further  description 
of  the  Local   Special  Assistance  Program,  together  with  a 
statistical    report  of  the  first  year's  operations. 


2.  Relocation  Appeals  Board 

One  more  evidence  of  San  Francisco's  concern  for  the  well-being  of 
persons  in  urban  renewal  areas  and  the  safeguarding  of  individual 
rights  was  manifested  in  1967  when  the  Board  of  Supervisors  brought 
about  the  formation  of  the  Relocation  Appeals  Board.  The  Board  was 
established  to  investigate  thoroughly  any  complaint  about  the 
unfairness  or  inadequacy  of  assistance  given  by  Agency  staff  to 
residents  of  a  project  area  who  were  required  to  move.  The  Board 
included  in  its  membership  several  well-known  and  influential  persons 
who  were  known  to  be  unsympathetic  to  the  urban  renewal  process. 
The  Agency  has  advised  every  resident  in  its  areas  of  the  existence 
and  purpose  of  the  Board. 

In  1968,  the  Agency  Members  (Commission)  by  resolution  released  the 
Relocation  Appeals  Board  from  any  semblance  of  connection  with  the 
Agency  so  it  could  manifestly  come  under  the  direct  jurisdiction  of 
the  Office  of  the  Mayor  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
to  which  it  had  always  reported. 

The  existence,  purpose  and  membership  of  the  Board  has  been  well- 
known  in  the  community,  and  it  is  rognoitdrfc  that  otherwise 
knowledgeable  persons  have  failed,  since  September  1967,  to  bring 
to  the  attention  of  this  Board  (either  directly  or  through  the  Mayor's 
Office)  any  one  instance  of  the  often  loudly  alleged  inadequacy  of, 
or  malfeasance  in, the  rehousing  services  of  the  Agency  and  its  field 
representatives.  The  Board  has  proved  in  the  past  that  its 
investigations  have  been  exhaustive  and  its  judgements  impartial. 


The  enclosed  leaflet  (Exhibit  B)  is  being  distributed  by  the 
Mayor's  Office  and  is  being  made  an  integral  part  of  the 
Information  Statement  delivered  by  Central  Relocation  Services 
to  each  resident  who  enters  the  workload  or  is  otherwise  being 
asked  to  move  because  of  governmental  action. 


LOCAL  SPECIAL  ASSISTANCE  PROC- 


Development  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  imposes  on  some  families 
and  individuals  special  burdens  of  finding  alternate  housing  which  they  can 
afford  to  rent.  To  meet  these  burdens,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  on 
August  10,  1968,  passed  a  resolution  appropriating  funds  to  administer  the 
Local  Special  Assistance  Program  and  City  Financed  Relocation  Services.  The 
program  and  services  are  supplementary  to  the  City's  overall  relocation 
service  program  which  includes  a  listing  and  referral  operation,  preferential 
admission  to  an  expanding  supply  of  owned  and  leased  public  housing,  social 
welfare  support  to  low-income  people,  appropriate  referrals  to  public  and 
private  agencies  and  other  services. 

The  Local  Special  Rent  Assistance  Program  includes  Rent  Supplement,  Loan, 
Grant  and  Finder's  Fee  Payments.  Payments  from  these  programs  are  made  only 
when  sufficient  Federal,  State  or  other  Local  Public  or  private  assistance 
is  not  available.  The  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  is  reimbursed  for 
the  cost  of  providing  relocation  services  to  those  displaced  by  City  Agencies 
such  as  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  Department  of  Public  Works  (except 
the  Federally  Assisted  Code  Enforcement  Program),  Department  of  Social  Services, 
Department  of  Real  Property,  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority  and  in  case  of 
emergencies,  suchas  fires  and  disasters. 

The  program  was  put  into  execution  in  early  1969. 

Funds  for  the  Local  Special  Assistance  Program  and  City  Financed  Relocation 
Services  are  provided  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  alleviate 
the  burden  and  hardship  which  certain  families  and  individuals  encounter  in 
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rehousing  due  to  g:  ntal  action.  These  funds  are  primarily  administered 
by  Central  Relocation  Services.  The  breakdown  of  the  total  expenditures  from 
March  1,  1969  through  "arch  31,  1970,  is  as  follows: 

I.  Rent  Supp1e~r.nt  (See  Exhibit  B) 

As  of  March  31,  1970,  one  hundred  twenty  three  (123)  applications 
were  approved  and  processed  for  payment.  An  amount  of  $12,590.23 
was  paid  initially  by  Central  Relocation  Services  and  $18,621.68 
was  paid  by  the  City  Controller's  Office  for  a  total  of 
$32,211.91.   For  the  123  cases,  a  total  of  $74,897.18  has  been 
encumbered  tc  cover  the  eighteen  months  of  rent  supplement.  Sixty- 
one  cases  have  been  prequalified  and  will  be  processed  when  the 
applicants  are  rehoused. 

II.  Loan  (See  Exhibit  B) 

During  the  first  thirteen  months  of  operation,  fourteen  (14)  loans 
'  were  processed  and  paid  for  a  total  amount  of  $987.17.  Of  this 
amount,  $395.43  were  repaid,  thus  leaving  an  outstanding  balance 
of  $571.74.  An  average  loan  of  $70.51  was  made  to  households  in 
order  to  assist  them  in  their  rehousing. 

III.  Grant  (See  Exhibit  B) 

In  order  to  effectuate  the  successful  rehousing  of  certain  families 
and  individuals,  forty-six  (46)  families  and  individuals  received 
a  grant  in  the  amount  of  $1,867.83,  an  average  of  $40.61.  A  grant 
was  made  only  after  it  was  determined  that  other  resources  were 
not  available  and  the  applicant  would  not  be  able  to  repay  a  loan. 
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I V i  Finders  Fee  Payment  (See  Exhibit  B) 

A  Finder's  Fee  of  $50.00  was  paid  to  all  families  and  individuals 
who  found  their  own  standard  rental  unit  within  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco.  Under  this  program,  a  total  of  one 
hundred  forty-five  (145)  applications  were  processed  and  paid  for 
the  sum  of  $7,250.00.  Of  the  145  Finder's  Fee  payments,  one 
hundred  seventeen  (117)  were  paid  to  tenants  and  twenty-eight  (28) 
to  landlords,  agents  or  managers. 
The  Local  Special  Assistance  Program  is  available  to  all  eligible  displacees 
of  government  actions  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  During  the 
months  from  March  1,  1969,  to  March  31,  1970,  a  total  of  146  rent  assistance 
applications  were  approved  and  paid  by  the  Mayor's  Rent  Assistance  Committee. 
Of  this  number,  the  breakdown  of  programs  serviced  are  as  follows:  (1)  87 
Urban  Renewal;  (2)  3  City  Concentrated  Code  Enforcement;  (3)  12  Department  of 
Public  Works;  (4)  5  Department  of  Public  Health;  (5)  2  San  Francisco  Housing 
Authority;  and  (6)  14  Fire  displacees.  (See  Exhibit  C) 

It  is  anticipated  that  during  the  next  few  years,  an  average  of  approximately 
twenty-one  .(21)  cases  per  month,  excluding  fire  displacees,  will  be  approved 
and  paid  to  applicants  for  the  Locally  Sponsored  Rent  Assistance.  Fire  dis- 
placees are  excluded  in  the  monthly  count,  due  to  the  fact  that  it  is  impossible 
to  predict  the  occurrence  of  a  fire.  The  Mayor's  Office  will  consider  request- 
ing special  allocation  to  handle  fire  displacees. 

With  a  year's  experience  in  administering  the  Local  Special  Assistance  Program 
and  the  close  working  relationship  between  Central  Relocation  Services  and 
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existing  public  and  private  agencies,  all  displacees  of  public  actions  within 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  will  be  serviced  promptly  and  expeditiously. 

It  is  further  anticipated  that  the  number  of  displacees  who  will  receive 
financial  assistance  under  the  Local  Special  Assistance  Program  (Loan,  Grant, 
Finder's  Fee,  Rent  Assistance)  will  level-off  sometime  during  the  latter  part 
of  1971. 

The  Local  Special  Assistance  Program  is  a  positive  indication  of  the  City's 
concern  for  those  who  must  be  rehoused  due  to  governmental  actions  within  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  Resolution  No.  353-68  (see  next  page)  was 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  on  Hay  6,  1968, 
establishing  its  intent  for  continued  local  rent  assistance.  The  City's  position 
is  to  provide  all  the  assistance  and  services  to  meet  the  needs  of  its  citizens 
who  are  required  to  move  because  of  the  various  public  developments  and  improve- 
ments taking  place  in  the  City. 
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The  Relocation 
Appeals  Board, 

first  of  its  kind  in  the  nation,  has 

been  established  as  a  resource 

for  families  and  individuals 

displaced  by  public  action  who 

are  dissatisfied  with  the 

housing  offered. 

The  Board  is  an  official  body 

responsible  to  the  Mayor  of 

San  Francisco.

After  determining  a  complaint  is 
well  founded,  the  Board  shall 
require  the  Central  Relocation 
Service  to  comply  with  its 
recommendations  to  the 
maximum  extent  permitted  by 
law  and  government  regulations. 

When  the  Board  decides  there  is 
insufficient  evidence  for  action  on 
the  complaint,  the  complaint 
shall  be  dismissed. 

The  Board  shall  make  a  written 
report  to  the  Mayor  and  Board  of 
Supervisors  on  its  actions  and 
recommendations  on  unresolved 
matters.

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SECTIO;:  III  -  PARTICIPATION 

The  citizens  of  San  Francisco,  like  citizens  across  the  nation,  are 
becoming  increasingly  determined  to  be  involved  in  making  the  decisions 
that  directly  or  indirectly  affect  their  lives.  While  they  have  never 
been  reluctant  to  speak  out  at  public  hearings,  the  traditional  methods 
of  pi     hearings  and  citizen  commissions  must  be  supplemented  with  new 
and  i     laningful  opportunities  for  public  involvement. 

There  are  no  easy  solutions  to  this  problem.  Ways  must  be  developed  to 
involve  neighbors  in  their  own  individual  communities  and  still  safeguard 
the  interests  of  the  City  as  a  whole,  such  as  has  been  done  in  the  Model 
Neigl      :1  area.  Trie  Mayor  is  now  considering  alternate  ways  for  a  Citizens 

bo  be  involved  in  formulating  City  policy  and  progrerr.s--not 
after  they  are  completed,  but  at  initial  and  subsequent  planning  stages. 

As  a  preliminary  step  a  small  committee  will  be  appointed  to  review  the 
"Improvement  Plan  for  Residence,"  (see  Exhibit  A),  the  report  being 
referred  to  in  Section  I-C,  prepared  by  the  Department  of  City  Planning. 
The  Committee  will  be  asked  to  advise  and  assist  the  Mayor  in  establishing 
a  permanent  participation  mechanism  based  upon  the  Committee's  experience 
with  its  initial  assignment. 


CITIZEN  PARTICIPATION  IT.1  THE  PAST  YEAR 

A  review  of  the  headlines  in  the  daily  press  during  the  past  year  demonstrates 

that  San  Francisco  residents  have  indeed  had  a  voice  in  public  policy  , 

(see  Exhibit  {;>  ).  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  City  and  of  those 

citizens  groups  already  organized  and  functioning  to  insure  that  the 

voices  of  the  people  do  not  rise  from  fear  and  ignorance,  but  from  full 

knowledge  of  and  participation  in  the  activities  of  their  local  government. 

The  commission  meetings  and  public  hearings  will  continue  as  one  method 

of  communication  between  the  City's  government  and  its  citizens,  while 

City  officials  and  citizens  seek  additional  and  improved  means  of  working 

together. 

WORKABLE  PROF.::  ICIPATIO 

The  attached  Section  IV  from  the  San  Francisco  Workable  Program  submission, 
(Exhibit  Q_j) ,  provides  examples  and  documentation  of  citizen  involvement 
in  planning  and  developing  various  projects  (housing,  renewal,  etc.),  which 
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are  described  in  the  submission  .  In  two  instances  formal  agreements 
have  been  signed  between  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  and  a 
community  organization.  These  agreements  are  attached  as  Exhibits", 
In  addition,  the  agreements  concerning  the  administration  of  Model 
Neighborhood  Planning  in  two  neighborhoods  have  been  established  by 
legislative  action.  These  are  included  as  Exhibits/^. -.-j_.     Regarding 
citizen  participation  in  the  current  Workable  Program  submission, 
the  attached  Exhibit  X  ,  offers  additional  details  of  the  extent  of 
that  participation.  In  addition,  copies  of  the  Workable  Program  were 
distributed  to  key  groups  throughout  the  City  inviting  their  attentic  i 
and  participation. 

CITIZENS  EITRGFilCY  TASK  FORCE  FOR       r,LE  PRO 

While  there  is  no  reference  in  the  Workable  Program  submission  itself 
to  the  dialog  between  the  City  and  the  Citizens  Emergency  Task  Force 
group,  the  City  did  make  every  effort  to  incorporate  some  of  the  Task 
Force's  recommendations.  A  detailed  report  of  these  efforts  is  included 
as  ExhibitjJ_.  The  City  has  provided  information  and  expertise  to 
interested  citizens,  both  individuals  and  groups,  in  the  hope  of 
encouraging  broader  citizen  participation  in  all  parts  of  local  government. 
Many  citizens  groups,  however,  have  not  recognized  the  responsibility 
they  have  to  the  City  in  communicating  as  openly  with  City  officials 
as  those  officials  have  with  their  organizations.  The  involve.      ing 
sought  by  citizens  in  the  urban  renewal  process  must  be  not  only  a 
critical  review  of  what  has  already  taken  place  but  a  constructive  on-going 
partnership  in  the  City's  planning  processes.

HUMAN  RIGHTS  COMMISSION 

The  San  Francisco  Human  Rights  Commission  established  by  ordinance  on 

has  provided  since  its  inception  an  avenue  for  citizens' 

expression  on  various  issues  including  housing.  The  Commission  afforded 
such  expression   in  the  development  of  the  current  Workable  Progr 
submission  by  allowing  and  encouraging  debate  over  the  issues  raised  by 
the  Citizens  Emergency  Task  Force  and  other  groups.  Representatives 
of  the  Mayor's  Office  and  public  agencies,  such  as  the  San  Francisco 
Redevelopment  Agency  and  the  Housing  Authority,  appeared  before  the 
Commission  to  discuss  the  draft  of  the  Workable  Progr    bmission  - 
to  answer  questions.  Following  public  testimony  the  Commission  by 
resolution  adopted  its  policy  concerning  the  Workable  Program.  This 
policy  statement  was  responded  to  in  detail  by  the  Mayor  at  the  request 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  (Exhibit  ,'\  ) 

POTREP.O  HILL  STEERING  COfWITTEE 


Over  a  year  ago  the  Mayor's  Deputy  for  Development  met  with  residents 
of  the  Potrero  Hill  area  who  were  organizing  a  representative  group  known 
as  the  Potrero  Hill  Steering  Committee. 

This  Committee  has  since  become  intensely  involved  in  learning  what  the 
planning  process  actually  entails.  The  depth  of  the  group's  interest  and 
extent  of  its  ambition  to  "get  at"  the   often  obscure  details  of  planning 
a  housing  development  havebeen  extremely  gratifying  to  many  City  officials 
who  have  worked  with  the  Committee.  Members  of  the  Committee  have  also 
been  impressed  with  the  fact  that  the  City  cares  enough  about  its 
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Neighborhoods  to  seek  to  enlighten  and  enlist  the  participation  of  its 
citizens  in  maintaining  and  rebuilding  the  City.  The  Resolution  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  (Exhibit  u),  of  April  12,  1969,  endorses  the  policy 
statement  of  the  Potrero  Hill  Steering  Committee.  The  policy  statement 
is  an  extra-ordinary  example  of  grass  roots  expertise  and  dedication  and 
only  the  beginning  of  what  can  be  attained  when  City  government  and 
neighborhood  residents  really  get  together. 

CITIZEN  INVOLVEMENT  IN      \         !  I  AREAS 

In  addition  to  working  closely  with  the  two  Project  Area  Committees 
mentioned  above  the  neighborhood  District  Councils,  Economic  Opportunity 
Area  Boards,  Churches,  Schools  (Public  and  Private),  Health  and  Welfare 
Agencies  and  a  wide  variety  of  newly  created  grass  roots  organizations 
of  concerned  citizens,  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  has 
opened  up  additional  channels  for  exchange  of  ideas  and  information. 
These  include: 

1.  Tours  of  urban  renewal  areas  for  out-of-town  visitors,  members 
of  city-wide  and  neighborhood  organizations  and  students.  These 
tours  serve  to  provide  citizens  with  first-hand  information  and  an 
opportunity  to  ask  pertinent  questions.  Staff  guides  the  visitors 
through  the  projects  on  foot,  shows  the  substandard  housing,  the 
housing  scheduled  for  rehabilitation,  the  units  that  have  been  com- 
pleted, outlining  plans  for  new  housing.  The  major  focus  is  on  the 
"people"  side  of  urban  renewal  since  this  is  the  least  understood. 
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Groups  are  limited  in  size  so  that  they  will  feel  free  to  comment. 
A  visit  to  the  site  office  is  made  at  the  conclusion  of  a  tour  for 
further  questions  and  discussion  with  staff,  especially  with  members 
of  the  field  staff  rather  than  the  administration.  The  staff 
honestly  presents  its  problems  as  well  as  its  acco,  plishments,  in 
this  way  attei  pting  to  encourage  a  greater  awareness  on  the  part 
of  their  visitors  to  the  difficult  process  that  is  urban  re 
A  majority  of  the  visitors  have  strong  anti-urban  renewal  precon- 
ceptions and  are  evident!.     d  to  find  a  sympathetic  concerned 
staff,  many  of  whom  are  residents  of  the  project  area.  For  example, 
one  militant  professor  of  a  state  college  who  brought  students  on  a 
tour  commented,  "I've  been  fighting  urban  renewal  over  the  years... 
and  I  brought  my  students  to  prove  to  them  that  I  am  right.  You  have 
not  converted  me  by  a  long  shot... but  your  program  has  changed 
radically  in  the  past  two  years. ..the  relationship  of  your  first 
line  staff  and  the  residents  is  an  eye-opener."   S6G  bKMiC  n  m 
2.     Field  work  assignments  for  students.  The  Central  Relocation 
Services  provides  field  assignments  for  students  from  the  University 
of  California  Graduate  School  of  Social  Work,  San  Francisco  State 

College,  University  of  San  Francisco  and  Golden  Gate  College.  The 

San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  which  houses  the 

Central  Relocation  Services  was  one  of  the  first  renewal  bodies  in 

the  nation  to  use  Home  Economic  majors  as  part  of  its  extremely 
active  Homemaking-teaclving  staff.  The  students  are  under  the  sup- 
ervision of  professional  social  workers  or  homemakers  and  receive 
field  work  credit.  This  program  is  a  great  benefit  to  the  institutions

of  higher  learning,  the  individual  students,  project  area  residents 
and  to  the  Central  Relocation  Services.  Students  work  eight  to 
sixteen  hours  a  week  with  the  social  service  staff.-  As  a  result  of 
the  experience,  a  number  of  the  undergraduates    have  gone  on  to 
Graduate  Schools  of  Social  Welfare  or  urban  planning.  Today's 
students,  with  their  overriding  concerns  for  social  justice  and 
change,  often  approach  urban  renewal  with  a  negative  outlook.  During 
their  term  of  assignment,  they  gradually  develop  a  deeper  knowledge 
of  the  complexity  and  inte-rrelatedness  of  human  problems  and  an 
awareness  of  the  extensive  progress  that  has  been  made  in  making 
urban  renewal  a  human  process.   S£6  G-nnCir  t! 

3.  Joint  staff  meetings  with  other  agencies.  Since  the  initial 

planning  stage  of  Western       1  Area  2,  Hunters  Point  and  Yerba 

Buena  Center  projects,  the  Central  Relocation  social  services  staff 

has  had  joint  staff  meetings  with  public  and  private  health  and 

welfare  agencies.  This  provides  an  exchange  of  ideas  and  information 

and  a  chance  to  become  personally  acquainted  with  the  agencies  most 

frequently  used  for  referrals.  For  example,  social  service  staff 

has  frequent  joint  meetings  with  various  Divisions  in  the  Department 

of  Social  Services  and  daily  contacts  with  individual  staff  members. 

A  review  of  the  more  than  350  families  who  have  had  their  welfare 

increased 
benefits     J  as  a  direct  result  of  an  alert  Central  Relocation 

staff  testifies  to  the  impact  of  this  close  working  relationship. 

4.  Presentations  on  urban  renewal.  The  Director  of  Central  Reloc; 
Services  and  members  of  his  staff  frequently  appear  before  city-wide 
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and  neighborhood  organizations  and  groups  to  discuss  the  urban 

renewal  program. . .particularly  its  impact  upon  the  residents  of 

urban  renewal  areas.  This  provides  one  more  opportunity  to  "tell 

it  like  it  is",  to  dispel  the  erroneous  image  of  a  bulldozer 

actually  pushing  people  out  of  their  homes  and  to  encourage  greater 

community  involvement.  The  community  must  learn  of  the  revolutionary 

fought  for  by  this  City, 
changes. /that  have  gone  on  in  the  urban  renewal  process  in  the  past 

two  years,  and  that  people  are  •:.::>  considered  more  important  than 

an  expanded  tax  base  for  the  city.  More  and  more  of  such  dialogue 

is  being  sought  by  Central  Relocation  Services, for  urban  renewal 

professionals  must  do  more  talking  with  the  community  instead  of 

to  each  other. 

5.  Guest  lecturers.  Bay  Area  institutions,  especially  those  who 

use  the  Redevelop   I  '  ncy  for  field  work  assignments,  also 

frequently  call  upon  the  Director  of  Central  Relocation  Services  and 

members  of  his  staff  for  lectures  before  classes  in  sociology, 

anthropology,  community  organization,  social  work,  urban  planning  etc. 

Again,  this  affords  an  excellent  opportunity  for  students  to  learn 

what  is  happening  and  how  they  can  play  a  positive  role  in  the  urban 

renewal  process.  Almost  daily,  Central  Relocation  Services  and  the 

Mayor's  staff  are  approached  by  college  students  seeking  information 

for  papers  and  other  projects.  Although  this  requires  considerable 

staff  time,  any  opportunity  to  broaden  public  knowledge  of  the  city's 

aims  for  urban  renewal  is  looked  on  as  a  valuable  means  of  increasing 

present  and  future  public  participation.    "SSG  £?>'(■.' '« G  |  r     O 
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RESPONSE  FROM  RE: 

While  community  participation  is  usually  thought  of  in  terms  of  group 
involvement,  many  individuals  have  had  an  input  into  the  urban  renewal 
process  as  well.  Central  R  location  Services  and  the  Mayor's  office 
have  received  comments  from  a  groat  many  individuals  relating  their 
experiences  or  opinions  regarding  the  work  that  is  being  done  by  Central 
Relocation.  Many  residents  who  have  been  assisted  in  some  way  by  the 
Mayor's  staff  or  by  Central  Relocation  Services  field  staff  have  then 
urged  their  neighbors  to  avail  themselves  of  the  same  services.  The 

attached  Exhibit^   is  a  sampling  of  some  of  the  letters  and  comments 

that  have  been  received. 

ADVISORY  COMMITTEE  TO      I  RELOCATION  SERVICES 

As  far  back  as  1964,  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  had  established 
one  of  the  first  relocation  advisory  committees  in  the  nation.  This  group 
of  50  members  and  its  three  active  subcommittees  (housing,  social  services 
and  consumer  education)  represented  a  cross  section  of  the  City.  A  fourth 
subcommittee  was  added,  consisting  of  an  already  existing  group  concerned 
with  the  problems  of  the  single  individual.  It  has  continued  its  work  and 
is  now  (because  of  the  transition  from  the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  to 
the  Citizens  Participating  Committee  mentioned  above)  functioning  separately 
as  the  South  of  Market  District  Council  (see  below). 

The  overall  committee  was  chaired  by  a  Professor  from  San  Francisco  State 
College  who  had  long  played  a  major  role  in  the  city's  health  and  welfare 
programs.  The  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  which  included  vocal  opponents 
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of  the  San  Francisco  Reclov  .     t  Agency  served  as  a  forum  for  discussion 

of  pertinent  policies  and  programs  and  received  and  acted  upon  recommendations 

from  its  extremely  active  subcommittees.  Actual  work  was  done  by  the 

sul    littees  holding  tl    i  .etings  in  urban  renewal  project  offices  and 

prii  arily  co  :erned  with  the  relocation  process. 

One  of  the  major  accomplishments  of  the  Advisory  Committee  was  the  establish- 
ment of  th£  i  E  Lion's  first  RELOCATION  APPEALS  BOARD  in  March  of  1967.  Acting 
upon  a  request  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee 
agreed  to  seJ;  up  and  operate  the  Board  until  such  time  as  the  Mayor  could 
provide  funds  and  staff.  The  members  nominated  persons  for  the  Board  to  be 
elected  by  secret  ballot.  The  committee  spent  many  hours  studying  the 
experience       r  types  of  review  Boards  before  establishing  rules  and 
regulations  icr   the  Relocation  Appeals  Board.  From  the  beginning,  they  had 
made  it  clear  to  city  officials  that  the  Board  rightfully  belonged  under  the 
Mayor's  supervision.  They  continued  to  urge  such  action  until  the  transfer 
was  made  in  March  of  1968.  As  a  result  of  the  productive  role  of  the 
subcommittees,  the  Advisory  Committee  made  several  strong  recommendations  to 
city,  state  and  national  governments  concerning  changes  that  would  improve 
the  relocation  process.  In  addition,  they  continually  pushed  for  additional 
low  and  moderate  rent  housing.  The  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  was  one  of 
the  moving  forces  behind  the  approval  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the 
tax  increment  Resolution  No.  353-68  (Exhibit   6|  )• 

The  social  services  subcommittee,  chaired  originally  by  the  Director  of  the 
Bay  Area  Urban  League  and  subsequently  by  the  Director  of  the  San  Francisco 
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Mental  Health  Association,  made  especially  significant  contributions. 
Focusing  on  the  Western  Addition  Area  2  project  it  accomplished  the 
coordination  of  health  and  welfare  agencies  in  the  Western  Addition  area 
and  the  revision  of  informational  brochures  for  residents  by  a  committee 
of  project  area  residents  and  sponsored  a  community  workshop  on  urban 
renewal  at  the  University  of  San  Francisco.  This  workshop  brought  together 
over  200  representatives  of  health  and  welfare  agencies  and  residents' 
groups  to  focus  on  needed  impro     s  to  ease  the  hardship  of  relocation. 

The  Consumer  Education  subcommittee,  chaired  by  the  Director  of  the 
Division  of  Home  Economics  in  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District 
was  instrumental  in  securing  a  Sears  Roebuck  Foundation  grant  to  launch  a 
homemaking  program  which  was  geared  to  the  actual  needs  and  desires  of 
project  residents.  The  committee  brought  together  professionals  in  the 
field  of  home  economics  as  well  as  discovering  a  wealth  of  homemaking  talent 
among  residents  of  the  community.  Under  its  guidance,  the  home-making 
program  at  the  Western  Addition  Area  2  project  office  has  expanded  from  one 
professional  staff  member  to  a  staff  of  two  professionals  and  two  residents 
involved  in  a  dynamic  and  innovative  homemaking  teaching  program.  The 
residents  themselves  have  established  an  emergency  fund  for  the  use  of 
project  residents  administered  by  the  ladies  of  the  homemaking  group  and 
the  social  service  staff  and  funded  by  weekly  "soul  food"  dinners. 

Recently  the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  has  been  disbanded  in  anticipation 
of  the  Citizens  Participating  Committee  being  established  by  the  Mayor.  The 
Director  of  Central  Relocation  Services  is  establishing  a  smaller  citizens 
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advisory  committee  c  imposed  of  residents  both  from  urban  renewal  areas  and 
from  other  parts  oi  l;o  city.  This  committee  will  be  directly  involved 
with  the  rehousing  process  and  will  be  charged  \.\V\   the  responsibility  of 
making  a  continuing  evaluation,  assisting  with  short-term  and  long-range 
planning,  and  making  appropriate  recommendations  to  City  officials  and  to 
the  Central  Relocation  Service. 

COOPERATION  WITH  PROJECT  AREA  QRGAKIZATI' 

lo  encourage  more  neighborhood  participation  and  a  greater  feeling  of 
community  among  project  area  residents,  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment 
Agency  has  made  available,  rent  free  facilities  for  offices,  meetings  and 
programs  for  a  great  many  community  organizations  within  the  various 
project  areas.  The  attached  list  (Exhibit   (\  )  indicates  the  number 
and  variety  of  groups,  many  of  whom  are  strong  opponents  of  urban  renewal, 
who  are  using  meeting  rooms  and  buildings  supplied  by  the  Agency. 
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YERBA  BUENA  CENTER 

Efforts  to  organize  the  South  of  Market  residents  over  a  period  of  years 
proved  frustrating      productive.  A  report  of  the  earlier  efforts  is 
included  in  a  letter  to  the  Mayor  of  San  Francisco  from  the  South  of  Market 
District  Council,  formerly  the  Committee  of  Health  and  Welfare  Agencies 
Serving  South  of  Market.  Attached  Exhibit    5 

During  the  past  year,  a  group  of  able  professional  organizers  have  devoted 

considerable  time  and  energy  towards  developing  a     nity  group  that  can 

serve  as  a  Project  Area  Committee  but  as  yet  no  representative  organization 

has  been  established.  Attached  is  a  letter  dated  November  11,  1959  from  r,, .,  .  . .. 

Mr.  Richard  Par!;,  a  professional  social  worker  and  Director  of  the  Canon 

Kip  Community  Center,  announcing  the  formation  of  a  group  called  the  South 

of  Market  United  Front.  In  response,  the  Area  Director  of  the  Verba  Buena 

Center  project  wrote  as  follows: 

"The  decisions  you  reported  in  your  letter  to  seek  more  formal 
discussions  with  the  Redevelopment  Agency,  are,  nevertheless, 
welcomed  because  we  have  a  policy  of  keeping  communications 
open  to  the  maximum  extent  possible.  Because  it  is  always 
helpful  to  know  the  representatives  of  a  group,  we  would  be 
pleased  to  have  you  identify  whom  you  represent  and  suggest 
means  for  effectuating  a  more  informed  basis  of  communication."

Six  months  has  elapsed  and  neither  the  City  nor  the  Redevelopment  Agency  has 
received  a  response  to  the  above  request.  At  a  meeting  of  the  South  of 
Market  District  Council,  April  23,  1970,  Mr.  Park  reported  on  the  problems 
in  organizing  the  residents  of  the  area  but  stated  some  fifty  persons  had 
attended  a  recent  meeting.  He  further  reported  that  a  professional  social

worker  from  the  Canon  Kip  Center  is  devoting  93  percent  of  her  time  to 
organizing  a  South  of  Haricot  residents  group.  This  effort  has  been 
augmented  by  community  organizers  from  the  community  Design  Center,  the 
Neighborhood  Legal  Assistance  Foundation  and  VISTA.  For  the  first  time 
they  have  been  able  to  inform  residents  of  the  possibility  of  funding 
through  HUD,  providing  that  a  truly  representative  group  could  be 
established  to  serve  as  a  Project  Area  Committee.  Yet,  despite  months  of 
efforts,  there  is  to  date  no  formal  organization  to  act  with  the  City  and 
the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  to  evaluate  the  activities  and  the 
planning  being  done  in  the  South  of  Market  area. 

Only  recently  the  Central  City  Area  Board  of  the  Economic  Opportunity  Council 
which  includes  South  of  Market  has  been  in  difficulty  with  its  central  office 
because  they  have  not  met  regularly  for  lack  of  a  quorum. 

SOUTH  OF  MARKET  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

The  South  of  Market  District  Council  (formerly  the  Committee  of  Health  and 
Welfare  Agencies  Serving  South  of  Market)  in  its  role  as  a  subcommittee  of 
the  Advisory  Committee  on  Community  Services  made  a  significant  contribution 
to  the  area  and  to  the  City's  renewal  program.  Having  originally  come 
together  because  of  their  concern  about  the  impact  of  renewal  on  the  skid- 
row  population,  they  have  continued  to  serve  in  a  watch-dog  capacity.

The  New  Start  0   r,  a  unique  project  in  human  i    ilitation  is 
co-sponsored  by  the  San  Francisco  Dep.       .    Ith,  the  San  Francisco 
Department  of  Social  Services  arid  the  San  rrancisco  Redevelopi  ant  Agency. 
The  Redevelopment  Agency  provides  the  space  and  five  professional  counselors, 
the  Department  of  Public  Health  provides  three  part-tire  physicians  and  a 
part-time  public  health  nurse  and  the  Department  of  Social  Services  provides 
a  full-time  social  worker.  The  purpo      ie  Center  is  to  alleviate  social, 
physical,  psychological  and  economic  problems  which  would  adversely  affect 
adjustment  of  Yerba  Buena  Center  residents  in  their  i      s.  ScV',7  BVH1G17  '•'■'' 

The  New  Start  Center  pro^r;:.  has  moved  at  a  pace  far  faster  than  anticipated 
and  has  won  a  unique  reputation  for  its  patience  and  skill  in  dealing  with 
alcoholics.  No  resident  is  too  intoxicated  to  be  served  at  the  Center.  He 
is  greeted  by  a  gracious  receptionist  with  a  hot  cup  of  coffee  and  if  he 
appears  too  drunk  to  communicate  he  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  sobjr  up 
and  return  later.  Most  of  them  do  return. 

There  are  many  heart-warming  stories  among  the  more  than  2,500  individuals 
who  have  lied  counseling  services  and  the  4,200  who  have  received  medical 
care  during  the  three  years  the  Center  has  been  in  operation.  One  client 
summed  it  up  recently  as  folic 
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"I'd  made  every  agency  on  the  circuit. . .and  had  a  long  record 
of  arrests  for  drunkenness.  I'd  lost  respect  for  myself  and 
all  faith  in  the  so-called  agencies.  I  was  at  the  end  of  the 
rof<      I  walked  into  the  Center... somehow  their  counselor- 
got  through  to  me... after  a  few  visits  to  the  Center  I  wanted 
to  I        lain. ..the  Doctor,  the  nurse,  the  counselor.... 
they  all  treated  me  like  a  man.  It  didn't  happen  overnight, 
of  course... but  I'm  holding  a  good  job  for  the  first  time  in 
four  years... and  I'm  staying  sober." 

Six  months  ago,  the  Center  initiated  two  experimental  projects  because 

experience  had  demonstrated  the  need  for  new  programs  for  the  alcoholic. 

One  is  a  small  detoxification  unit  that  houses  men  until  they  sober  up 

sufficiently  to  be  referred  for  treatment.  The  other  is  a  program  for  a 

maximum  of  thirty  men  who  are  not  eager  for  treatment  --  an  experiment  to 

learn  whether  medical  care,  counseling  and  three  nourishing  meals  a  day 

will  encourage  some  hard  core  alcoholics  to  seek  treatment. 

These  unique  and  thus  far  highly  successful  projects  are  housed  in  a  hotel 
owned  by  the  Redcvcl      Agency.  Their  experience  has  proven  so  valuable 
that  the  San  Francisco  Public  Health  Department  and  Bureau  of  Alcoholism 
are  now  planning  to  establish  ongoing  programs  in  other  parts  of  the  city, 
modeled  after  the  Center's  projects. 
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In  addi 1  ,  the  Community  Organization  staff  of  the 

Re  .  Ic        ncy's  Western  Addition  A-2  site  office      i tli  a  wide 
variety  of  community  groups  and  organizations.  For  example,  a  group 
interested  in  consumer  education  initiated  an  idea  for  a  neighborhood 
Festival  which  was  sponsored  by  WAPAC  and  many  other  groups.  The  Festival, 
held  in  1959,  was  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  Western  Addition  and  it  will 
now  be  an  annual  event. 
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10CATIOM  SERVICES  ACTIVITIES 

Cent'"       ion  Services,  through  the  Redevelopment  Agency,  continues 

its  efforts  to  secure  funds  for  an  objective  indepth  study  of  the  rehousing 

process  by  en  outside  firm  with  a  national  reputation,  since  documentation 

of  the  failures  and  successes  is  vitally  necessary  to  evaluate  what  has  been 

done  and  to  plan  for  the  future.  Until  such  time  as  funds  are  made  available, 

howe\  ',  t   Director  of  Central  Relocation  Services  has  assigned  a  social 

worker  fr      staff  to  visit  relocatees  in  their  new  homes.  The  visit  is 

informal  and  there  is  no  questionnaire.  Its  purpose  is  to  determine  if  the 

Agency  stc  Ff  did  indeed  do  everything  possible  to  ease  the  hardships  of 

relocation.  Although  these  visits  have  only  just  begun,  the  response  from 

the  various  citizens  contacted  has  been  quite  illuminating.  The  former  area 

residents  contacted  thus  far  like  their  new  homes  and  are  more  than  satisfied 

with  the  services  and  assistance  provided  them  by  Central  Relocation  Services. 

A  Japanese     ner,  for  example,  stated: 

"We  had  lived  in  my     r's  home  for  many  years. ..it  was  built 
before  1900... U  were  no    ppy  at  the  thought  of  moving  (as) 
we  had  bitter  memories  of  another  forced  relocation  back  in  the 
early  forties.  However,  with  the  $27,000  received  for  the  sale 
of  the  homo  and  the  $5,000  displacement  payment. . .and  a  few  more 
thousand  from  the  bank. ..we  bought  tin's  $45,000  home.  We  find 
it  vi  Tul  to  have  all  the  modern  conveniences. . .plus  this 

beautiful  neighborhood. . .Yes. . .we  are  happy  now  that  we  made  the 
move. ...and  your  staff  was  great." 

It's  teen  particularly  gratifying  to  visit  relocatees  who  have  moved  into  the 
first  i      rate  priced  housing  in  the  Western  Addition  providing  an 
opportunity  for  welfare  families  and  those  with  moderate  incomes  from  employ- 
ment to  live  side  by  side.  A  black  welfare  mother  states:

Since  the  initiation  of  the  Hunters  Point  redevelopment  plan,  the  Re     pment 
Agency     staff  end  the  residents  of  Hunters  Point  have  worked  closely 
on  planning  both  the  physical  and  social  improvement  of  the  Hunters  Point 
Bayview  area.  This  cooperation  has  been  facilitated  by  the  fact  that 
many  members  of  the  Redevelopment  Agency  staff  are  residents  of  the  Hunters 
Point  area  and  have  been  actively  involved  in  the  community  for  some  til  . 
In  several  instances,  these  staff  members  have  been  chosen  by  community 
groups  who  head  up   important  programs  such  as  Model  Cities.  Staff  members 
serve  on  a  wide  variety  of  committees  and  are  so  much  a  part  of  the 
community  that  it  is  sometimes  difficult  to  d   i  ine  which  are  staff 
;   bers  and  which  are  representatives  of  the  o    n'ty.  As  in  the 
Yerba  Buena  Center  and  the  Western  Addition  areas,  the  social  services 
staff  and  community  representatives  often  serve  as  advocates  for  resid 
in  assisting  them  to  secure  maxim   ■..  'are  benefits,  needed  health  care 
and,  when  necessary,  legal  assistance. 

Father  Donald  MacKinnon,  who  is  pastor  of  Our  Lady  of  Lords  parish  at 

Hunters  Point  and  who  has  had  wide  experience  in  ghetto  areas  in  Harlem 

and  San  Francisco,  currently  resides  in  the  housing  project  that  makes 

up  part  of  the  Hunters  Point  redevelopment  area.  He  recently  stated  of  his 

extensive  work  with  the  Agency  and  community  groups  in  the  area  that, 

"In  my  judgment,  of  all  the  agencies  working  with  low  income 
families,  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  tries  the 
hardest  and  is  the  most  responsive.  Under  the  leadership  of 
its  Central  Office  and  the  Area  Office,  the  Agency  renders 
expert  service.  Its  staff  listens  to  the  residents  and  then 
makes  every  effort  to  meet  their  demands  insofar  as  possible 
within  f:    1  regulations." 
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During  the  early  planning  stages,  the  need  for  development  of 
adequate  recreational  facilities  and  scattered  day  care  centers  was 
voiced  by  residents  of  the  Hunters  Point  project  area. 

Shortly  after  the  public  hearing  on  the  Hunters  Point  plan,  Federal 
representatives  contacted  t      ir's  Office  and  the  Redevelopment 

ncy  suggesting  that  the  proposed  community  activities  building 
and  child  care  "satellites"  be  constructed  as  multi-purpose  facilities 
under  th      borhood  Facilities  Grant  Program.  The  Mayor  asked  the 
Redev  y  to  prepare  a  grant  application  in  conformance  with 

the  needs  of  residents  to  involve  the  i     ity  in  this  preparation  and 
to  obtain  all  necessary  approval  from  the  community. 

An  anonymous  local  donor  who  is  deeply  concerned  with  the  early 
education  and  d       t  of  children  from  under  privileged  families 
offered  a  gift  of  $150,000  toward  the  construction  of  these  facilities. 
The  Hunters  Point-Bayview  Joint  Housing  Committee  voted  to  accept  the 
gift  provided  it  had  no  strings  attached.  They  further  asked  that  the 
e  be  deeply   involved  in  the  development  of  the  program  and  the 
architectural  plans  for  the  facilities  as  well  as  in  their  ultimate 
operation.  The  Joint  Housing  Committee  assigned  two  subcommittees, 
education  and  physical  facilities,  the  responsibility  for  working  on 
these  plans  along  with  the  Mayor's  staff  and  the  San  Francisco  Redevelop- 
ment .     .  In  October  of  1908,  these  committees  began  working  on  a 


proposal,  a  draft  of  Part  I  of  which  was  completed  in  April  of  1959.

just  south  of  Western  Addition  Area  2.  The  citizens  promptly  or 

themselves  into  a  veil-knit  group  v/ith  articulate  leaders.  Some  of 

their  cohesiveness  appeared  to  spring  from  mistrust  of  Central  Relc 

Services  housed  in  the  Redevelopment  Agency,  due  to  the  general  nation 

wide  reputation  of  urban  renewal. 

The  Citizens  Advisory  Committee,  the  Alamo  Square  Association,  FACE 
Administrators,  and         location  Services  Administrators  and 
field  staff  met  several      to  reach  understanding  on  their  interests 
and  functions,  not  only  in  the  technical  sense,  but  also  in  their 
mutual  and  deep  concern  for  the  well  being  of  residents  who  are  required 
to  move.  These  meetings  resulted  in  an  understanding  of  the  social 
aspects  of  rehousing  and  paved  the  way  for  representatives  of  all  c 
to  produce  a  cooperative  procedure  (Exhibits  Y  er.'J---  -•  attached)  by 
which  the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  and  Central  Relocation  Services 
are  to  share  the  work  of  providing  rehousing  services  to  residents  who 
will  be  obliged  to  move  because  of  F.A.C.E.  remodelling  work  or  the 
closing  of  an  illegal  dwelling  unit. 

The  Cooperative  Procedure  (Exhibit  >  )  is  an  elaboration  of  the  scope 
of  rehousing  services  which  has  been  supplied  to  F.A.C.E.  area  residents 
since  the  program  began  in  the  summer  of  1967.  Central  Relocation  '  .

The  Administrators  of  the  F.A.C.E.  program  have  called  together  interested 
citizens  to  a  series  of  meetings  in  the  Duboce  Ti      and  Denial 
Heights  F.A.C.E.  areas,  but  to  date  citizen  interest  and  response  in 
these  two  areas  has  not  developed  as  it  did  in  Alamo  Square.  Efforts 
will  continue  to  organize  the  active  citizen  participation  groups  in 
these  two  areas.

.On  Saturday,  October  12,  1968,  twenty  residents  represent- 
ing four  major  groups  of  the  Potrero  Hill  district  met  at  the 
Potrero  Hit3.

Dear  Mr.  Herman: 

On  Friday,  October  31,  1969  the  South  of  Market  United  Front  (over 
one  dozen  organizations  serving  residents  in  the  South  of  Market  area)  voted  to 
support  a  set  of  demands  against  the  Yerba  Buena  Redevelopment  Project.  On 
Monday,  November  10th,  a  group  of  community  residents  affirmed  their  support  of  the 
United  Front's  demands  as  follows: 

(1)  That  there  be  an  immediate  end  of  all  acquisitions  of  property, 
an  immediate  end  of  all  attempts  at  relocation  or  displacement 
of  any  persons,  and  an  immediate  end  of  all  demolition  in  the 
Yerba  Buena  Project,  until  such  a  time  as  the  following 
demands  are  satisfied: 

(2)  Tnat  the  South  of  Market  Unified  Front  select  a  representative 
project  area  committee  and  that  this  committee  shall  be 
recognized  as  the  official  citizens'  project  area  committee, 
with  powers  of  negotiation,  for  ther  Yerba  Buena  Project; 

(3)  That  the  moritorium  on  acquisition,  relocation,  displacement 
and  demolition,  (specified  in  paragraph  1  hereinabove)  shall 
continue  until  such  time  as  the  citizens'  project  area  com- 
mittee, (specified  in  paragraph  2  hereinabove)  has  had  ample 
opportunity  to  review  the  Yerba  Buena  Project  in  its  entirety; 

(4)  That  there  be  no  attempts  at  relocation  of  any  persons,  nor 
demolition  of  any  existing  residential  units,  unless  replace- 
ment housing  is  constructed  in  or  near  the  project  area  in 
advance  of  any  attempts  at  relocation  or  demolition.  Such 
replacement  housing  must  be  available  at  rents  that  project 
area  residents  can  afford  to  pay. 

As  tne  community  will  be  moving  ahead  in  their  efforts  to  select  a  representative 
committee  within  the  next  two  weeks,  we  would  appreciate  a  response  to  these 
concerns  at  your  earliest  convenience.

This  Committee  (now  known  as  the 
South  of  Market  District  Council) 
was  made  up  of  representatives 
of  28  agencies  with  extensive 
experience  with  the  needs  of  the 
area's  residents. 

From  the  beginning,  the  Committee 
has  advised  the  New  Start  Center, 
reviewed  its  program  and  made 
recommendations  based  on 
knowledge  of  the  needs  of  the 
Skid  Row  resident. 

With  the  resolution  of  medical, 
social  and  economic  problems,  the 
individual  has  the  courage  and  will 
to  make  a  new  start,  beginning  with 
his  relocation  to  decent,  safe  and 
sanitary  housing.  San  Francisco  is 
pledged,  through  the  San  Francisco 
Redevelopment  Agency,  to  provide 
the  Skid  Row  resident  with  a  proper 
place  to  live  at  a  rent  he  can  afford. 
Actual  moving  expenses  up  to  $200 
may  be  paid.  If  necessary,  he  may 
also  receive  a  Special  Temporary 
Rent  Assistance  Program  grant  to 
assist  him  with  rent  payments. This 
fund  is  local,  administered  by  the 
Mayor's  office. 

Successful  rehousing,  however,  is 
more  than  providing  an  address  or 
paying  a  moving  claim.  The  spirit  in 
which  this  is  done  is  of  paramount 
importance.  To  be  meaningful,  there 
must  be  a  feeling  of  true  concern  for 
the  individual,  with  respect  for  his 
dignity  as  a  human  being.  To  this 
end,  the  staff  of  the  New  Start  Center 
is  dedicated.

represents  ry  latest  and  most  up-to-date  electrical  c  terial  and 

concepts. 

Whether  the  Coc'e  is  as  unrestrictive  as  I     iars  to  desire  will  in  large  p< 
depend  on  the  Board  of  Supervisors  who  legislate  the  "level  of  safety"  for  the 
City.  Sen  Francisco  has  been  historically  a  City  wery   cone.        Fire  and 
has  spent  large  suns  ii     iding  fire  fighting  resources.  The  Codes  of  the  City 
reflect  the  concern  with  f      •  the  fa.        i  Francisco  is  the  second  most 
dense  City  in  the  country,  and  the  fil     ;t  densely  populated  in  the  world. 

Finally,  the  pat  phrase  that  codes  raise  the  price  of  he     is  used  primarily 
by  the  ill-in     -  and  those  desiring  to  cover  up  the  real  causes  of  hi     sing 
costs--the  cost  of  land  and  the  cost  of  money— neither  of  which  can  be  changed  by 
any  chance  in  codes.

If  so,  the  code  is  good;  if  not, 
the  cod    st  be  bad  or  restrictive.  The  real  question  is  whether  the  plastic 
piping  is  good  or  bad.  Only  when  that  is  answered  by  technical  data,  by  independent 
agencies,  as  to  the  physical  and  chemical  performance  of  the  piping  can  we  determine 
whether  it  as  good  or  bad.  All  the  public  relations  people  and  political  pressures 
do  not  provide  factual  data,  neither  dees  the  acceptance  of  a  material  by  1  or  1,000 

i ties.  If  a  material  is  good  it  should  be  capable  of  being  demonstrated  as 
such  by  test.  Every  other  material  accepted  under  codes  must  and  does  so  demonstrate 

1,  wood,  concrete,  plaster,  masonry,  etc.  The  only  exception  and  the  only 
industry  that  has  consistently  sii     ed  the  submittal  of  test  data  over  the  years 
is  the  plastics  industry.  As  long  ego  as  1952  that  industry  requested  approval  for 
building  code  use  without  data  promising  to  develop  it  later  once  they  were  in' the 
code.  No  such  data  was  foi  1  pressure  was  brought  to  bear  10  years  later. 

So  it  is  with  plastic  piping--insofar  as  San  Francisco  is  concerned.  In  1 955  the 
srintendent  of  Building  Inspection  wrote  the  Society  of  the  Plastics  Industry 
for  specific  technical  data  and  tests  demonstrating  the  use  of  particular  materials 
under  typical  conditions  of  usage.  He  received  no  reply  nor  acknowledgement  to  that 
request.  Repeatedly  he  requested  a  reply  until  in  1959  he  finally  received  one. 
However,  the  reply  did  not  answer  but  a  few  of  the  questions  and  merely  furnished  a 
large  number  of  industry  documents  and  some  miner  reports.  No  physical  test  data  of

Dear  Sir: 

Your  Editorial  of  April  7,  1970,  taking  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  and  particularly  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  to  task 
for  failure  to  approve  plastic  piping  in  buildings  I  believe  is 
not  justified  by  the  facts  of  the  matter. 

Firstly,  piping  used  by  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  is  a 
special  grade  of  a  single  type  of  plastic,  specifically  tested  by 
them,  utilized  under  very  controlled  conditions,  underground  with 
no  variations  in  temperatures,  and  no  "water  hammer"  effects  due 
to  sudden  shutting  of  valves. 

Buildings  are  an  entirely  different  matter  in  regard  piping  install- 
ations since  there  are  temperature  variations,  physical  problems, 
and  "water  hammer"  effects  by  constant  opening  and  closing  of  valves. 
In  addition,  there  are  several  plastics  that  have  been  requested  for 
approval  for  various  building  uses. 

It  was  for  this  reason  the  Superintendent,  Bureau  of  Building 
Inspection,  as  long  ago  as  1966  requested  the  plastics  industry 
to  furnish  specific  test  data  on  performance  of  several  plastic 
piping  materials  under  actual  test  conditions  simulating  usage  in 
buildings;  a  copy  of  this  letter  is  attached. 

It  was  not  until  1969,  after  constant  prodding  by  the  Superintendent, 
Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  that  we  received  any  reply  to  that 
letter.  We  found  the  reply  to  contain  little  or  no  test  data  in 
answer  to  the  questions,  but  mainly  a  number  of  industry  information 
sheets  and  standardized  specifications. 

Again,  in  1969,  he  wrote  to  the  Plastic  Pipe  Institute  specifically 
indicating  the  questions  for  which  answers  were  desired;  a  copy  of 
that  letter  is  also  attached.  To  this  date  we  have  not  received  a 
reply  to  that  letter.   In  the  interim,  the  Superintendent,  Bureau  of 
Building  Inspection,  has  personally  contacted  the  members  of  the 
Plastics  Institute  attempting  to  have  them  furnish  us  with  answers.

The  Superintendent  of  Building  Inspection  has  approved  over  the  years 
plumbing  materials  and  methods  of  construction  that  have  resulted  in 
reduced  costs.  These  include  the  use  of  "no  hub"  piping  and  special 
connections  for  drainage  piping.  The  Martin  Luther  King  project,  for 
example,  utilized  the  "no  hub"  system  of  piping  as  a  means  of  effect- 
ing economies  in  construction. 

It  has  been  the  stated  position  of  this  Department  that,  as  technical 
advisors  on  Codes  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  we  cannot  appear  before 
that  Board  without  having  the  answers  to  the  questions  of  performance 
that  may  be  raised.  Until  such  time  as  we  are  provided  with  technical 
data  which  we  have  requested  from  the  plastics  industry,  we  cannot 
recommend  these  materials  to  the  Board. 

Once  we  are  provided  with  the  technical  substantiation  for  the  use  of 
plastic  pipe,  we  will  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  its  use 
for  such  installations  as  we  find  merited.

Reference  is  made  to  your  letter  of  August  14,  1969,  in  which  you 
replied  to  qjestions  raised  in  a  letter  from  this  office  of  March 
23,  1966.  Accompanying  your  letter  was  a  series  of  exhibits  in 
support  of  your  replies  for  the  questions  asked.  At  issue,  was  the 
use  of  PVC ,  ABS  and  PE  for  various  uses.  The  questions  raised  were 
with  regard  the  physical  and  chemical  characteristics  of  the  piping 
under  various  conditions. 

In  discussion  with  you,  it  had  been  indicated  that  you  were  going 
to  attend  the  International  Conference  of  Building  Official's  meet- 
ing at  Salt  Lake  City  where  we  would  discuss  the  matter  in  greater 
length  after  my  having  reviewed  the  material  submitted.  Unfortunately, 
you  apparently  did  not  attend  that  meeting.  I,  therefore,  am  taking 
this  opportunity  to  give  you  the  results  of  my  review  so  that  you  may 
furnish  additional  corroborative  data. 

After  a  general  review  of  the  material  submitted  I  find  that,  in  many 
instances,  rather  than  supplying  test  data,  all  that  was  furnished 
was  certain  standards  indicating  what  is  the  recommended  practice. 
As  an  example,  our  first  question  raised  was  in  regard  to  cold  water 
service  pipe  using  any  of  the  three  materials.  All  that  was  furnished 
was  the  installation  data  which  recommended  that  the  piping  be  in- 
stalled 18  inches  below  grade.  A  considerable  amount  of  this  litera- 
ture was  previously  submitted.   It  was  our  purpose  to  determine  actual 
test  conditions  wherein  real  loads  were  applied  over  trenches  and  de- 
termination of  how  the  pipe  resisted  the  proposed  loads. 

The  detailed  review  of  your  submittal  is  contained  in  the  attachment 
to  this  letter.

The  specific  questions  and  the  necessary  information  cited  in  the 
attachment  are  being  requested  in  order  for  this  Bureau  to  be  able, 
once  we  are  satisfied,  to  make  recommendations  for  the  use  of 
plastic  pipe.   In  order  to  do  so,  I  must  be  able  to  indicate  that 
every  possible  use  and  deleterious  effect  has  been  explored  particu- 
larly those  that  might  be  expected  in  service  use  of  such  pipe.  I 
cannot  rely  solely  on  testimonials  or  the  fact  that  a  large  number 
of  jurisdictions  have  used  the  mateiral.  As  you  know,  this  piping 
material  regardless  of  its  widespread  use  has  had  only  a  relatively 
short-term  usage  in  the  United  States. 

I  will  be  happy  to  meet  with  you  or  representatives  of  the  Plastic 
Pipe  Institute  to  further  discuss  these  matters.  I  regret  that  we 
were  unable  to  get  together  at  Salt  Lake  City. 

Insofar  as  the  Plumbing  Code  is  concerned,  since  the  Electrical  Code 
is  still  under  study  and  has  been  somewhat  delayed,  I  expect  that  we 
will  not  be  able  to  recommence  work  on  the  Plumbing  Code  until  early 
1970.  Therefore,  there  is  ample  time  for  some  of  these  test  data  to 
be  collected,  submitted  and  reviewed.

Attachment  to  letter  to  Mr.  C.  C.  Rivers  re  Plastic  Piping  on  September  23, 

1969.  The  following  comments  relate  to  the  reply  contained  in  his  letter 

of  Auqust  14,  1969  to  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  letter  of  March  23, 
1966." 

COLD  WATER  SERVICE  PIPING  (PVC,  ABS,  PE) 

We  are  interested  in  the  capability  of  the  maximum  diameter  of  the  pipe 
subject  to  loading  equal  to  ILO  standard  trench  load.  In  addition,  we  desire 
information  on  the  limitations  of  the  width  of  trench  for  the  installation 
of  this  pipe.  This,  of  course,  is  a  factor  as  to  the  amount  of  wheel  load 
transmitted  through  the  pipe. 

Certain  other  questions  are  raised  regarding  the  first  question  in  the  letter 
of  March  23,  1966,  and  the  data  submitted;  these  include: 

A.  In  Section  7.4  of  Standard  1S7-66P,  thermal  expansion  must  be  provided 
for.  How  is  this  actually  accomplished  in  the  field? 

B.  No  data  was  furnished  with  regard  PE  in  1/2",  1-1/2"  diameters.  My 
question,  therefore,  is  why  are  there  fittings  for  these  sizes  as 
contained  in  Standard  PS  25-66P,  Table  A? 

C.  With  regard  ABS;  in  the  Plastic  Pipe  Manual  ABS  DWV,  reference  is  made 
to  Type  1,  Grade  2.  There  appears  to  be  no  other  in  the  submitted 
data  on  type  or  grade.  Therefore,  what  is  this  material;  how  does 

it  relate  to  material  provided  in  the  field  and  how  do  we  know  this? 

This  same  question  arises  in  other  materials  particularly  PVC  where 
specific  grades  or  type  is  cited  and  yet  these  do  not  appear  to  be 
otherwise  referred  to  in  the  specifications. 

D.  Each  type  of  pipe  has  an  installation  standard  written  entirely 
differently  and  contains  entirely  different  specifications  content, 
why  is  this,  and  how  can  we  utilize  standards  that  do  not  cover  the 
same  ground  as  other  standards  for  material  used  for  the  same  purpose? 

What  is  the  co-efficient  of  expansion  for  PE? 

E.  Reference  was  made  to  ABS  vents  when  certain  types  of  paint  are 
applied.  What  test  data  is  available  with  regard  ABS  vents  when 
painted  on  the  exterior  with  latex  paint  since  many  home  owners 
will  try  to  blend  the  black  pipe  in  with  the  roofing?  Also,  what 
is  the  long-term  effectiveness  of  this  paint  on  the  ABS  when 
exposes  to  sunlight?

Regarding  Question  2  dealing  with  water  hammer.  No  date  was  actually  fur- 
nished on  actual  water  performamce  for  each  type  of  pipe,  and  for  the 
methods  of  attaching  fittings  to  resist  water  hammer  conditions.  All 
that  was  furnished  was  a  method  of  computation  of  the  resultant  pressures. 
In  this  regard,  information  using  both  banded  joints,  plastic  to  plastic 
as  well  as  plastic  to  metal  fittings  and  cemented  joints  should  be  furnished 
with  water  hammer  pressure  applied  possibly  100  times.  I  believe  that  test 
results  are  essential . 

With  regard  item  3,  the  exhibit  references  suggest  that  anti -rodent  materials 
be  incorporated  into  plastic;  has  this  been  done,  and  in  which  plastic? 

In  addition,  in  Exhibit  F  relating  to  the  study  on  plastic  pipe  at  the 
University  of  Michigan,  what  solvent  was  tested  in  making  up  the  joints  and 
what  solvent  is  now  used  for  ABS? 

With  regard  Exhibit  H,  only  certain  grades  of  PVC  are  cited,  Type  1,  Grade  2 
and  Type  2.  They  are  not  otherwise  identified  nor  is  there  any  relationship 
established  between  these  tested  types  of  materials  to  what  is  generally 
furnished  or  covered  by  the  specification. 

Exhibit  1  is  general  in  nature  and  does  not  contain  test  results.  However, 
it  did  indicate  a  problem  regarding  plasticizers  when  subjected  to  fungi. 

Question  4.  There  appears  to  be  no  answer  provided  as  to  how  plastic  pipe 
can  be  protected  from  exposed  use  over  a  long  period  of  time. 

ABS  FOR  COLD  WATER  PIPING 

Question  1.  An  independent  laboratory  report  of  test  data  answering  this 
question  was  not  submitted,  only  the  statement  contained  in  your  answer  was 
furnished.  Furthermore,  the  elongation  report  in  Exhibit  G  would  contradict 
your  answer  particularly  as  to  the  elongation  reduction  when  the  pipe  is 
exposed  to  elevated  temperatures  and  high  humidity  conditions  for  over 
60  days . 

Question  2.  Your  answer  is  not  in  keeDing  with  the  test  reports  contained 
in  Exhibit  G  and  the  two  Smith  Emery  test  reports  which  indicate  changes  in 
physical  characteristics  from  terperature  rise  and  reduction  in  elongation 
of  403!  and  with  the  residual  deflection  resulting  after  the  temperature  rise. 

Question  3.  No  test  data  was  submitted  nor  any  specific  data  on  temperature 
versus  thermal  load  in  varied  situations  not  what  happens  where  a  vertical 
pipe's  weight  is  carried  by  a  top  hanger. 
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Plastic  Piping  Review

Question  4.  Details  as  to  the  type  of  vertical  support  is  not  furnished 
or  how  bends  are  braced  against  horizontal  forces  that  result  at  changes 
of  direction  or  to  resist  the  forces  when  a  valve  is  closed. 

There  also  appears  to  be  considerable  differences  in  the  recommended  spacing 
of  hangers  in  the  several  references  furnished  which  range  from  3  ft.  to 
5  ft.  spacings.  Test  results  show  that  in  order  to  avoid  residual  vertical 
deflection  after  heating  that  a  3  ft.  spacing  is  necessary.  No  long-tern 
test  data  was  furnished  with  regard  hanging  conditions  nor  was  any  indication 
made  as  to  the  type  of  hangers  or  whether  ordinary  plumber's  tape  could  be 
used  to  support  the  pipe. 

Question  5.  Again  no  data  furnished  on  water  hammer.  With  the  reduced 
elongation  situation  to  which  may  be  added  water  hammer  effects,  what  would 
be  the  resultant  effect  on  the  pipe  and  what  is  the  effect  of  repeated  water 
hammer  pressures?  What  is  the  burst  pressure  cf  the  pipe?  This  is  not  quite 
indicated  in  the  several  documents. 

ABS  AND  PVC  IN  VENTS 

Question  1.  The  tests  submitted  in  the  restimonials  do  not  report  service 
conditions  but  rather  simulations  without  the  presence  of  warm  or  hot  water. 
Test  conditions  comparable  to  long-term  use  of  the  pipe  for  waste  prior  to 
reaming  should  be  provided,  this  is  true  for  ABS  and  PVC.  Again  it  is 
necessary  that  the  exhibits  and  their  reference  to  the  piping  be  reconciled 
with  the  materials  actually  used  in  the  field  as  to  type  and  grade. 

Question  2.  Exhibit  M  dealing  with  PVC  indicates  that  there  was  no  immersion 
of  the  material  into  any  of  the  fumes  cites  in  Table  1.  Recommendations  of 
the  use  in  Table  2  indicates  that  PVC  is  not  recommended  for  liquid  ammonia 
or  wet  sulphur  dioxide  for  Type  1  and  2  pipe.  These  agents  are  some  of  the 
materials  that  can  be  expected  to  result  from  the  breakdown  of  sewage.  No 
data  was  furnished  on  ABS  in  any  of  the  fumes  cited  in  our  letter. 

We  need  additional  information  as  to  the  effect  on  ABS  of  liquid  sulphur 
dioxide.  In  addition,  some  information  is  necessary  with  regard  sulfuric 
acid  action  on  ABS  particularly  with  regard  fumes  of  such  material. 

Finally  the  combined  effect  of  certain  of  these  cited  materials  should  be 
provided. 

Question  3.  Only  short-term  data  was  furnished  on  ABS.  No  long-term  data 
was  furnished. 
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Question  4.  The  answer  provided  does  not  answer  the  question  raised. 
While  it  is  agreed  this  is  misuse  of  the  pipe,  it  is  very  common  and 
will  continue  to  be  so.  Therefore,  we  need  data  of  the  effect  at  80°F.. 
when  exposed  to  sunlight,  and  to  the  pull  from  TV  antenna  ties  or  other 
such  materials .

Dear  Mr.  Breslaw: 

Reference  is  made  to  your  letters  of  October  6,  1964  and  January  7,  1966, 
in  which  you  request  the  inclusion  of  plastic  pipe  and  accessories  under 
the  proposed  San  Francisco  Plumbing  Code.  You  provided  various  supporting 
data  consisting  in  general  of  U.S.  Dept.  of  Commerce  Standards,  descriptive 
literature,  tabulation  of  previous  uses  and  approvals. 

We  have  reviewed  the  material  furnished  and  have  narrowed  down  the  uses 
for  which  plastic  pipe  might  be  included  in  this  proposed  code.  Firstly, 
however,  there  has  been  no  distinction  made  by  the  Plastic  Pipe  Industry 
of  the  different  types  of  plastic  pipe  and  their  respective  uses.  Therefore, 
all  the  following  is  limited  to  the  particular  purpose  for  which  each  is  to 
be  used.  We  have  considered  only  the  possible  use  for  cold  water  service, 
cold  water  piping,  and  vents. 

In  order  to  further  our  considerations  of  these  uses,  we  desire  information 
with  regard  each  of  these  possible  uses  in  the  following  regard: 

Cold  Water  Service  (PVC,  ABS,  and  Polyethylene) 

1.  What  is  the  minimum  depth  of  burial  required  to  minimize  physical 
damage  to  each  type  of  pipe? 

2.  What  are  the  effects  of  water  hammer  on  each  type  pipe  and  fittings? 

3.  What  are  the  effects  of  corrosive  soil,  animal  (rats)  attack,  and 
termites  on  eqch  type  of  pipe? 
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4.  What  are  the  effects  of  aging  on  each  type  of  pipe,  including  aging 
under  both  soil  contact  and  unlight  conditions? 

Cold  Water  Piping  (ABS) 

1.  What  is  the  effect  of  temperature  in  the  100  F.  to  150°  F.  range  on 
the  pipe  characteristics? 

2.  What  is  the  restorative  capability  of  the  pipe  with  regard 
elongation  under  heat?  This  is  a  measure  of  the  ability  of  the 
pipe  to  return  to  its  natural  length  after  elongation. 

3.  What  is  the  effect  of  a  temperature  rise  and  drop  cycle  on  the 
relative  strength  of  the  pipe  in  all  types  of  leading? 

4.  What  are  the  special  support  requirements  to  allow  for  expansion? 

5.  What  are  the  effects  of  water  hammer  on  short  lengths  or  sharp  ends 
in  water  piping. 

Vents  (ABS,  ?) 

1.  What  are  the  effects  of  mechanical   cleaning  through  the  vent  of  the 
drain  line?     This  would  include  use  of  mechanical   reamers  or  any 
other  method  normally  employed  for  cleaning  sewer  pipe. 

2.  What  are  the  effects  of  the  pipe  under  chemical   attack  by  the  fumes 
of  ammonia,  sulphur  dioxide,  or  hydrogen  sulfide,  or  simultaneous 
attack  by  all    three. 

3.  What  are  the  effect;  of  weathering  due  to  sunlight  on  an  exposed 
stack  above  the  roof  line? 

4.  What  strength  of  vent  pipe  not  bending  at  80     after  exposure  to 
sunlight?     This  would  indicate  the  ability  of  the  pipe  to  withstand 
such  forces  as  ties  for  TV  antennas,  ropes  supporting  painters' 
plantfonris ,  etc. 

It  should  be  noted  that  we  would  in  any  event  prohibit  the  use  of  plastic 
pipe  for  wet  venting  situations.     Further,  we  would  limit  the  use  of  cold 
water  piping  to  locations  where  they  do  not  penetrate  a  fire  resistive 
assembly  by  requiring  a  special   connection  to  avoid  such  penetrations, 
or  change  to  another  type  of  piping. 
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As  I  have  indicated,  the  above  considerations  are  tentative  and  it  is 
requested  that  you  furnish  us  sufficient  data  in  regard  to  the  questions 
we  have  raised.  Until  such  time  as  these  are  submitted  and  we  can  complete 
our  review,  we  will  not  enter  plastic  piping  into  the  proposed  Code,  at 
least  for  the  first  revised  draft.  In  the  event  that  we  are  satisfied,  we 
can  place  the  material  into  the  Code  at  a  later  date  during  subsequent 
draft  preparations.
